To  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Schools  of  Indianapolis 

The  undersigned  begs  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the 
progress  and  condition  of  the  Public  Schools  of  the  City,  for  the  con- 
cluding quarter  of  the  spring  and  summer  term. 

Register  and  attendance 

The  whole  number  of  scholars  registered  in  the  Public  Schools  in- 
cluding the  High  School  is  1471,  of  whom  748  are  males  -  723  females, 
The  average  daily  attendance,  for  the  quarter  was  1057,  not  quite  72 
per  cent.   If  we  deduct  the  number  of  duplicate  registries  occasioned 
by  transfers  from  one  ward  to  another  the  average  will  be  about  75 
per  cent.   In  estimating  the  degree  of  regularity  with  which  pupils 
have  attended  we  should  make  allowance  for  its  being  spring  term, 
when  many  of  the  larger  scholars  would  be  leaving  for  their  summer 
employments  giving  place  to  young  Children  whom  the  inclemency  of 
winter  had  detained  from  School.   In  the  7th  ward  where  fewer  changes 
occured,  with  a  registry  of  166  the  average  is  155,  nearly  94  per 
cent,  a  very  gratifying  result.   Irregularity  in  attendance  is  so 
great  an  evil  that  to  prevent  it  no  means  which  promises  success 
should  be  left  unemployed.   Efficient  rules  judiciously  enforced, 
constant  vigilance  on  the  part  of  teachers  and  the  hearty  co-operation 
of  parents  are  all  essential  to  secure  the  degree  of  regularity  de- 
sired. 

Studies 

The  studies  pursued  in  the  ward  schools  have  been  confined  to 
what  are  termed  elementary,  Composition,  writing  has  been  attended 
to,  and  in  some  of  the  wards  with  most  happy  results.   I  would 
suggest  that  a  primary  work  on  Physiology  be  introduced  in  addition 
to  the  studies  now  pursued.   The  laws  of  health  are 
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so  frequently  violated  by  the  young  through  ignorance  that  a  knowledge 
of  them  in  early  life  is  exceedingly  desirable. 

Supervision* 

The  Supt  was  employed  between  two  and  three  weeks  at  the  commen- 
cement of  the  term  assisting  in  t he  organisation  of  the  schools, 
particularly  in  examining  pupils,  During  the  quarter  he  spent  two 
days  in  each  ward  school  and  in  the  High  School  By  remaining  a 
whole  day  at  each  visit,  he  was  enabled  to  ascertain  the  standing 
of  each  class  at  successive  visits,  and  thus  form  a  correct  estimate 
of  the  relative  progress  of  pupils.   These  visits  gave  him  an  oppor- 
tunity to  discover  any  defect  in  modes  of  teaching  governing  etc  and 
to  make  such  sugestions  both  to  teachers  and  pupils  as  were  deemed 
advisable.  Regular  monthly  visits  of  the  kind  mentioned  cannot  fail 
to  be  productive  of  much  good.   The  Superintendant  in  addition  to  the 
above  made  60  visits  at  the  different  schools,  remaining  sometimes  an 
hour,  sometimes  but  a  few  minutes. 

Buildings 

Four  of  the  seven  ward  buildings  are  not  well  adapted  to  the  pur- 
poses for  which  they  are  used.   The  assistants  necessarily  occupy  a 
small  ill-shaped  room,  nine  feet  by  twenty  or  twenty  five,  originally 
designed  for  an  entry.   In  this  small  space  are  seated  from  thirty  to 
fifty  of  the  smaller  pupils  to  which  number  is  occasionally  added  a 
class  of  from  fifteen  to  twenty  five  from-  the  other  departments,  with 
no  arrangements  for  ventilation,  it  cannot  be  but  that  the  health  both 
of  teacher  and  pupils  must  suffer.   The  enlargement  of  these  buildings 
by  the  addition  of  25  feet  in  front  and  another  story,,  according  to  the 
plans  adopted  and  now  being  carried  out  at  the  1st  ward  will  remove 
these  objections  with  but  little  pecuniry  sacrifice.   The  1st  ward 
building  when  completed  as  proposed,  will  accommodate  very  comfortably 
360  pupils,  employing  six  teachers,   The  buildings  in  the  5th  and  7th 
wards  can  be  enlarged  on  the  same  plan,  as  the  wants  of  the  City  shall 
require  it.   The  location  of  the  3rd  ward  house  renders  its  enlarge- 
ment impracticable.   The  better  policy  would  be  to  sell  it,  purchase 
a  more  eligable  lot,  and  erect  thereon  a  suitable  building,  the  inter- 
est of  that  portion  of  the  City  require  that  measures  be  taken  to  se- 
sure  the  completion  of  such  building  by  the  close  of  the  next  summer 
vacation.   The  fencing  of  the  yards  has  been  completed,  each  yard  is 
now  enclosed  with  an  open  fence  and  so  divided  by  a  substantias  tight 
fence  as  to  form  two  separate  yards,  one  for  males  the  other  for  fe- 
males. 
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In  most  of  the  wards  the  front  yard  and  side  walk  adjoining  need 
to  be  covered  with  gravel,  during  the  wet  season,  the  mud  accumulates 


to  the  depth  of  two  or  three  inches,  rendering  enterance  to  the  school 
house  with  unsoiled  feet  impossible;  thus  greatly  enterfering  with  those 
habits  of  cleanliness  and  neatness  which  should  be  formed  and  cherished 
as  well  at  the  school  room  as  at  the  parental  fire  side. 

Apparatus 

All  the  ward  schools  except  two  are  proveded  with  a  set  of  Mitchells 
outline  Maps,  these  were  obtained  by  the  voluntary  contributions  of  the 
teachers  and  pupils  of  the  several  schools.   The  apparatus  in  the  High 
School  consists  of  the  following  vrhich  was  generously  presented  by  gent- 
lemen of  this  City  who  feel  a  deep  interest  in  the  cause  of  education, 
1  galvanic  Battery,  1  Electrical  Machine,  4  glass  retorts,  1  Magnut, 
1  Leyden  jac,  1  Fountain  in  Vaouot  1  Preumatic  Trough  and  1  Telescope. 
The  last  mentioned  a  fine  instrument  was  procured  by  the  efforts  of  the 
teachers  and  pupils  and  their  friends.   The  schools  is  much  in  want  of 
large  Maps  for  reference  and  a  pair  of  globes. 

Text  Books 

The  text  books  in  use  are  those  which  the  state  Board  of  Education 
have  adopted  for  the  schools  of  the  State.  A  uniform  system  of  School 
books  throughout  the  state  can  only  be  secured  by  a  Compliance  on  the 
part  of  school  officers  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Board. 

High  School  and  Grammer  School. 

At  the  opening  of  the  High  School  and  examination  took  place  not 
only  of  those  who  were  candidates  for  advancement  from  the  ward  and 
grammer  schools,  but  also  of  those  who  had  been  attending  the  High 
School  but  who  had  not  been  previously  examined.  A  Number  of  the  latter, 
being  found  below  the  standard  for  admission,  were  directed  to  attend 
the  Grammer  school,  a  few  were  sent  to  the  ward  schools.   The  number 
allowed  to  remain  with  those  admitted  from  ward  and  Grammer  schools 
was  about  60  in  the  female  department,  and  40  in  the  male.   It  was 
found  in  the  examination  impracticable,  to  adher  strictly  to  the  stand- 
ard fixed  for  admission,  as  it  would  have  excluded  to  many.   There  is 
no  reason  however  why  all  who  enter  hereafter  should  not  come  strictly 
up  to  the  standard. 

The  studies  pursued  have  been  mostly  confined  to  the  Common  branches, 
Reading  and  spelling  have  not  been  neglected,  special  attention  has  been 
given  to  composition  writing  and  (especially  in  the  female  department^, 
with  very  gratifying  results.  U.S.  History  and  Algebrer  have  been  taught 
in  both  departments,  and  in  the  female  Botany,  In  prescribing 
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a  course  of  study  for  the  High  School  preference  should  be  given  to  those 
studies  which  are  best  adapted  to  secure  mental  discipline  and  qualify 
for  the  practical  duties  of  life.   In  addition  to  the  elementary  branches 


which  should  be  thoroughly  understood,  I  would  suggest  the  higher  math- 
ematics and  the  naturel  sciences.   The  Latin  Language,  owing  to  its  rela- 
tion to  our  own,  might  be  introduced  and  advantageously  pursued  to  a 
limited  extent.   I  do  not  believe  that  what  is  termed  a  classical  course 
would  be  advisable,  for  the  present  at  best.   Between  40  &  50  pupils 
have  attended  the  Grammer  School.   The  studies  have  been  confined  to  the 
elementary,  in  which  the  pupils,  as  far  as  they  have  advanced  have  been 
thoroughly  instructed.   The  school  is  doing  a  good  work. 

Teachers  Meetings 

Teachers  Meetings  were  held  Saturday  Morning  once  in  two  weeks.   They 
usually  continued  an  hour  sometimes  longer.   The  exercises  consisted  in 
the  discussion  of  topics  connected  with  methods  of  teaching.   Usually 
three  or  four  topics  were  assigned  to  as  many  individuals,  one  to  each, 
who  were  desired  to  make  special  preparation.  After  these  had  presented 
their  methods  other  members  of  the  class  were  individually  requested  to 
present  theirs,  thus  a  discussion  of  the  various  methods  was  elicited. 
The  exercises  were  conducted  by  the  Supt  who  added  his  own  views  on  each 
topic,  the  meetings  were  generally  well  attended  and  after  the  first  one 
or  two  the  exercises  vrere  engaged  in  with  spirit  and  interest  and  I  think 
with  much  profit,  as  the  poorer  teachers,  those  who  most  need  the  advan- 
tages of  the  meetings,  are  the  most  disposed  to  absent  themselves,  I 
would  suggest  that  a  regular  and  punctual  attendance  be  made  the  duty  of 
every  teacher. 

Examinations 

During  the  last  two  weeks  of  the  quarter  each  school  was  examined  one 
day  before  committees  selected  for  the  purpose.  These  examinations  gave 
evidance  that  the  pupils  had  been  well  instructed  and  were  making  satis- 
factory progress. 

Finances 

I  learn  from  the  Treasurer  that  there  is  now  (August  1st)  in  the  trea- 
sury for  school  purposes   7083  dollars.   In  addition  to  the  above  there 
is  due  to  the  fund  for  an  old  house  belonging  to  the  district  school  em- 
braced in  the  7th 
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".terdj  which  was  sold  to  the  Depot  Church,  and  payment  assumed  by  Calvin 
Fletcher  Esq.  eighty  five  (85)  dollars,  making  in  all  7168  dollars,  To 
enlarge  the  1st  ward  building  as  proposed  will  require  not  far  from 
$4000,  and  to  make  the  necessary  repairs,  putting  on  blinds  etc  $400  more. 
This  will  leave  in  the  treasury  for  School  purposes  at  the  opening  of  the 
fall  terms,  §2683  sufficient  to  defray  the  ordinary  expenses  of  supporting 
the  schools  a  little  more  than  one  quarter. 


The  amount  required  for  payment  of  teachers  salaries  and  necessary- 
incidental  expenses,  will  if  economically  managed,  not  exceed  $10,000 
per  anum,  allowance  has  been  made  in  this  estimate  for  the  increased 
number  of  teachers  consequent  on  the  enlargement  of  the  1st  ward 
building,  but  not  for  any  assistance  in  the  High  School,  should  the 
amount  collected,  the  coming  year  equal  that  of  the  present,  there 
will  be  a  surplus*  after  supporting  the  schools,  sufficient  to  enlarge 
another  building  after  the  plan  of  the  1st  ward.   If  this  plan  of 
enlarging  should  succeed,  the  increasing  wants  of  our  growing  City 
may  in  this  way  be  supplied  without  subjecting  our  Citizens  to  in- 
creased taxation,  except  for  what  may  be  needed  for  the  proposed  build- 
ing in  the  3rd  ward.   For  detailed  information  in  reference  to  attend- 
ance ages,  studies,  pursued,  incidental  expences  etc  you  are  referred 
to  the  accompanying  schedule. 

The  undersigned  has  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  schools  are 
in  a  healthy  progressive  state.   The  teachers  have  with  scarcely  an 
exception  proved  themselves  competent  and  faithful.   Our  system  must 
necessarily  be  defective  until  all  the  wards  are  furnished  with  suit- 
able buildings,  when  this  is  done  our  system  of  grading  may  be  per- 
fected. A  definite  course  of  study  may  be  prescribed  for  each  year  and 
each  class  required  to  complete  the  course  prescribed,  uniformity  would 
thus  be  secured,  both  teachers  and  pupils  would  be  stimulated  to  great 
exertions,  and  the  advancement  of  pupils  to  high  grade  would  be  regular 
and  systematic.

Mr.  Graydon  presented  the  following  reports  from  the  City 
Attorney. 


To  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis 
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The  within  certificate  of  sale  of  Lot  No.  2  in  Square  No.  40 
to  George  W.  Ear Ian  on  the  29th  April  1853,  appears  to  be  regular 
on  its  face.   I  have  ascertained  that  the  said  lot  was,  at  the 
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time  said  taxes  were  assessed,  and  at  the  time  of  the  sale,  the  pro- 
perty of  W.  W.  Wick,  and  that  as  such,  it  was  liable  to  taxation.   I 
am  unable  to  state  whether  the  sale  by  the  City  Treasurer  was  regular 
and  conducted  in  all  things  according  to  the  requirements  of  the 
statute:  And  I  suppose  that  it  would  be  difficult  to  ascertain  that 
fact  satisfactorily  without  a  legal  investigation.   But  whether  the 
sale  was  so  had. and  conducted  or  not  I  consider  a  question  wholly 
immeterial,  for  Mr.  Harlan  purchased  at  his  own  risk,  and  ought  to 
have  examined  into  the  regularity  of  the  sale  before  making  the  pur- 
chase.  By  the  terms  of  the  Certificate  Mr.  Harlan  will  be  entitled  to 
receive  a  deed  from  the  City  for  said  lot  at  the  expiration  of  three 
years  from  the  date  of  the  sale,  unless  the  owner  redeems  it  before 
that  time.   I  do  not  know  what  force  the  deed  will  have  when  made,  but  it 
is  all  the  City  contracted  to  give  and  all  Mr.  Harlan  can  get.   I  there- 
fore recommend  the  Council  to  return  aaid  certificate  to  Mr.  Earlen.

Our  most 
serious  obstacle  is  want  of  school  room*  I  art  a^re  that  the  Trustees 
have  endeavored  to  remove  these  difficulties  as  fast  as  pos sable,  but  in 
view  of  the  imperative  necessity  of  iErmedfate^reli-ef.-to:  ©ur:  schools  I 
trust  that  all  the  resources  at  your  command  will  be  applied  to  securing 
us  more  ample  school  room.

We  have  received  the  enclosed  communication  from  the  Supt  of  our 
Public  Schools  in  reference  to  the  then  crowded  state  and  the  necessity 
for  more  accommodation.  Last  year  we  caused  the  School  House  in  the 
first  ward  to  be  enlarged  so  as  to  accommodate  three  hundred  schoolars. 
Arrangements  have  been  made  for  a  similar  en- 
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largement  of  the  House  in  the  Fifth  TTard.  Our  Contract  for  this  House 
involves  an  expenditure  of  $3,850  and  if  the  additional  room  which  the 
Superintendent  recommends  be  provided  the  expense  will  exceed  $4,200. 
In  view  of  the  rapid  growth  of  our  City  it  has  been  our  entention  to 
erect  or  enlarge  one  school  house  each  year  and  this  in  our  judgment  will 
furnish  the  requisite  school  room.  We  desire  that  all  our  Citizens  may 
avail  themselves  of  the  advantages  of  our  Free  Schools  and  it  has  been 
our  aim  to  provide  as  much  school  accommodation  as  our  means  will  admit. 
Our  City  raises  by  tax  $13,708  90.  The  salaries  of  our  teachers  amount 
to  about  $10,000.  In  order  to  carry  out  our  present  Contract  we  shall  be 
obliged  to  use  all  our  funds  for  School  purposes  and  shall  be  obliged  to 
call  upon  the  Corporation  for  the  amount  loaned  it.  This  amount  is 


. 
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$1,303,08.  We  have  just  commenced  our  last  school  term  of  this  finan- 
cial year  and  are  happy  to  state  that  unusual  interest  is  manifested  by 
both  parents  and  children.  Our  examinations  have  been  more  fully  attend- 
ed and  their  results  have  in  most  cases  shown  a  healthful  condition  of 
our  schools.  One  other  matter  we  wish  to  call  your  attention  to.  There 
is  still  a  considerable  amount  of  the  School  Tax  uncollected  and  we  wish 
you  to  direct  the  City  Treasurer  to  take  steps  for  the  collection  of  the 
same  at  as  early  a  day  as  possible,  as  it  is  needed  for  the  purposes 
above  specified.

An  ordinance  to  establish  a  police  force  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis 
prescribing  its  duties,  and  repling  all  ordinances  heretofore  passed 
on  that  subject. 

Section  1st  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  That  there  shall  be  and  is  hereby  established  in  said  City 
a  police  force  to  Consist  of  one  Watchman  for  each  ward  of  said  City, 
And  one  for  the  City  at  large  to  serve  and  be  siled  as  the  Captain  of 
the  Watch. 

Section  2nd.  The  Said  Council  shall  immediately  upon  the  passage  of 
this  ordinance  proceed  to  elect  suitable  persons  for  Watchman. 

Section  3rd.  Upon  the  election  of  such  Watchman  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  City  Clerk  to  give  to  each  one  elected  a  Certificate  of  election 
and  such  Watchmen  as  soon  as  they  reoeive  such  Certificate  shall  take  an 
oath  to  support  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  the  State  of 
Indiana  and  faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties  of  their  office;  which 
oath  shall  be  endorced  on  such  Certificate  and  filed  with  the  City  Clerk. 

Section  4th  Such  Watchman  shall  be  annually  elected,  shall  serve  for 
the  term  of  one  year  from  the  time  of  their  qualifications  and  until 
their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified,  and  shall  receive  as  compen- 
sation for  services  rendered  the  sum  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  Cents  each, 
for  each  nights  service,  except  the  Captain  who  shall  receive  the  sum  of 
one  dollar  and  Seventy  five  Cents  for  each  nights  service  rendered. 

Section  5th  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  watchman  during  the  hours 
of  service  to  keep  strict  watch  within  the  bounds  of  their  respective 
wards,  and  to  observe  the  conduct  and  movements  of  any  and  all  suspi- 
cious persons,  to  suppress  all  riots,  disterbances  and  unlawful  assembla- 
ges and  to  arrest  without  process  and  bring  before  the  Mayor  or  commit  to 
jail  until  the  next  morning  any  and  all  persons  discovered  or  caught  in 
the 
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act  of  violating  any  of  the  ordinances  of  said  City  or  laws  of  the  State 
of  Indiana,  except  that  any  person  arrested  during  Saturday  Night  or 
Sunday  Morning  shall  be  committed  to  jail  and  shall  not  be  brought  before 
the  Mayor  until  the  Monday  morning  following. 

Section  6th  The  hours  of  service  of  such  Watchmen  shall  be  from  dark 
of  each  evening  till  daylight  of  each  morning  during  each  year. 

Section  7th  Any  of  said  Watchmen  or  Captain  of  the  aatch  shall  be 
subject  at  any  time  to  removal  from  office  by  the  City  Council,  and  in 
case  of  the  absence  of  any  of  said  Watchmen  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
Captain  to  employ  some  fit  person  to  fill  the  place  of  such  absentee 
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until  he  returns,  or  until  a  successor  be  elected  and  qualified,  and 
such  appointee  shall  receive  like  compensation  for  services  rendered 
as  other  watchman;  and  in  case  of  the  inability  of  said  Captain  at  any- 
time to  perform  the  duties  of  his  office  from  sickness  or  other  cause, 
said  watchmen  may  appoint  any  of  their  number  to  act  as  Captain,  until 
such  inability  is  removed  or  until  a  successor  is  elected  and  qualified. 

Section  8th  Each  Watchman  shall  perform  service  in  the  Ward  for 
which  he  is  elected,  and  in  no  other  unless  in  case  of  emergency  or  when 
directed  by  the  Captain. 

Section  9th  No  Watchman  nor  any  person  engaged  in  such  watch  shall 
be  bail  for  any  person  arrested  by  any  member  of  such  watch  for  any 
offence,  or  for  appearance  at  Court  or  otherwise. 

Section  10th  The  Captain  of  said  watch  shall  Certify  to  said 
Council  at  their  first  regular  meeting  in  each  month,  the  number  of 
nights  service  of  each  Watchman  and  appointee,  including  his  own,  during 
the  month  immediately  preceding,  and  also  the  number  of  arrests  made  and 
for  what  offence,  and  said  Council  shall  on  such  Certificates,  allow  to 
eaoh  of  such  Watchmen  and  appointees,  the  amount  due  for  services 
rendered. 

Section  11th  Said  Council  may  at  any  time  fill  any  vacancy  accurring 
in  the  office  of  watchmen  in  the  same  manner  as  heretofore  provided  for 
the  annual  election  of  such  officers:  And  the  provisions  of  this  Section 
shall  extend  to  the  offices  of  Captain  of  the  Watch. 

Section  12th.  It  shall  be  the  speceal  duty  of  the  Captain  of  the 
Watch  to  see  that  the  Watchmen  discharge  their  duties,  and  he  shall  have 
a  general  superintendence  over  them  and  report  all  delinquencies  to  said 
Mayor,  who  shall  report  the  same  to  the  Council. 
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Section  13.  The  ordinance  "To  establish  a  Police  Force  in  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  prescribing  its  duties,  and  repealing  all  ordinances  here- 
tofore passed  on  that  subject,"  ordained  January  21st  1856  and  all  other 
ordinances  on  the  subject  of  a  Police  Force,  so  far  as  they  are  inconsist- 
ent with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  14th   This  Ordinance  to  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

Gentlemen 

The  petition  of  E  Perkins  and  others  has  been  laid  before  us.  It 
asks  that  the  present  Superintendent  of  our  public  Schools  should  be 
removed  for  advocating  and  directing  cruel  and  unusual  punishment  in 
the  4th  YiTard  School, 

The  landers igned  have  examined  the  matter  and  feel  assured  that  the 
Superintendent  has  not  directed  any  other  rules  for  the  government  or 
punishment  of  that  ward  different  from  the  government  and  punishment 
prescribed  for  the  other  six  wards,  the  two  grammar  and  High  School. 
The  latter  Mr  Stone  has  had  the  care  of  the  last  year,  and  the  super- 
intendence of  the  other  schools  since  1st  March  l§st. 

The  objects  of  the  Trustees  and  Superintendent  have  been  to  avoid  as 
far  as  possible  all  corporeal  punishment.  But  as  in  all  prudent  family 
governments  it  has  not  yet  been  deemed  prudent  to  exclude  entirely  that 
mode,  but  to  use  it  as  a  dernier  resort,  when  all  other  proper  appliances 
have  failed,  the  extreme  occasion  has  been  left  with  the  principal 
teachers  in  each  school,  as 
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it  has  been  left  with  the  parent,  in  whose  place  the  teacher  stands, 
while  the  pupil  is  under  his  care.  No  one  like  the  parent  or  teacher 
can  estimate  the  insult  or  injury,  by  word  look  or  action,  or  the  evil 
consequences  flowing  from  it  as  they  can;  -  and  the  superintendent  has 
never  prescribed  the  extent  of  punishment,  or  the  kind  -  that  has  been 
left  with  the  teachers,  as  before  remarked. 


. 
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The  trustees  and  Superintendent  have  recommended  suspension  where  the 
pupil  was  large,  and  the  parent  or  jguardian  has  been  informed  of  the  same, 
and  visited  in  most  instances  by  the  teacher  or  Superintendent.  In  many- 
instances  the  parent  has  requested  corporeal  punishment  should  be  inflict- 
ed instead  of  suspension,  and  in  other  instances  the  parent  has  refused 
to  co-operate  with  the  teacher  or  Superintendent,  and  the  child  permitted 
to  rove  the  street,  and  even  resort  to  the  play  ground  of  the  school  and 
to  the  school  house,  to  the  anoyance  of  pupils  and  teachers. 

The  object  of  the  Trustees,  Superintendent  and  teachers  has  been  to 
reform  the  pupil  and  keep  him  in  School  if  possible,  and  in  most  in- 
stances success  has  been  attained.  But  we  have  had  many  pupils  who  have 
never  been  under  any  family  government,  or  parental  restraint.  We  have 
had  some  who  have  removed  from  other  cities/who  have  given  those  who 
have  had  the  control  of  the  schools  much  trouble.  Some  pupils  have  been 
vicious  toward  their  teachers,  others  towards  their  fellow  pupil.  Some 
have  carried  concealed  weapons  to  the  school  room,  others  have  entered 
into  combination  to  destroy  the  government  of  the  school,  or  to  destroy 
the  furniture  and  the  school  rooms.  But  we  are  pleased  to  state  that 
many  of  this  character  have  been  reformed,  and  are  now  doing  well.  Some 
parents  have  refused  to  have  their  children  corrected  at  all  others  have 
demanded  that  the  offence  should  be  reported  to  them,  and  they  would 
apply  the  proper  remedy.  Some  have  claimed  that  their  children  should 
enter  and  depart   from  the  school  whenever  they  pleg.se  to  direct  the 
pupil,  and  that  the  teachers  should  not  control  the  time  or  studies  of 
the  pupil.  But  these  difficulties  are  gradually  subsiding,  and 
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general  rules  are  now  in  most  every  instance  being  acquiesced  in.  Sever- 
al conspiracies  have  occurred  against  teachers  who  were  not  in  fault,  but 
they  were  removed  to  other  wards,  and  have  proved  our  most  valuable 
teachers.  Others,  though  well  qualified  only  governed  by  harshness  and 
fear,  or  could  not  govern  at  all,  and  we  have  had  to  discontinue  their 
services.   But  have  not  deemed  it  prudent  to  dispense  with  the  services 
in  the  midst  of  a  term  if  we  could  possibly  avoid  it. 

We  esteem  all  the  schools  at  this  time,  with  one  single  exception,  in 
a  healthy  oondition,  and  increasing  in  favor  with  the  great  body  of  our 
fellow  citizens.  There  are  exceptions.  We  are  aware  there  are  those  who 
are  dissatisfied, but  fully  believe  that  they  will  answer  the  most  sanguine 
expectations  of  those  who  founded  them,  and  brought  them  into  successful 
operation.  The  Services  of  our  superintendent  we  deem  valuable.  We  know 
not  where  to  look  for  one  more  efficient.  His  labors  in  the  High  School 
speak  for  themselves. 

As  to  the  4th  Ward,  we  regret  to  state  its  condition  is  not  as  good 
as  we  would  desire.  The  teacher  who  left  that  school  in  February  last, 
did  not  give  satisfaction.  It  was  commenced  under  disadvantages  by  the 
present  incumbent.  We  have  no  doubt  but  that  a  more  experienced  teacher 
who  is  designed  at  the  next  term,  will  put  it  on  a  footing  that  will 
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make  it  equal  to  the  best.

'he  Committee  have  given  due  consideration  to  the  matter  of  reduction 
>f  salaries,  and  have  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  the  salaries  of 
[ayor,  Marshall,  City  Clerk,  Street  Commissioner,  City  Attorney, 
:lerks  of  Markets  and  Sexton,  could  not,  with  justice  and  propriety 
>e  reduced.   The  Committee  recommend  an  increase  of  the  City  Engineers 
lalary,  $100.  and  the  abolishment  of  the  salary  of  Assistant  Engineer, 
.eaving  the  principal  to  employ  such  assistance  as  he  may  need,  at  his 
>wn  expense. 

'he  Committee  also  recommend  a  reduction  of  Compensation  to  members  of 
;he  city  Council  to  $2.00  for  each  attendance  on  the  meetings  of  the 
louncil,  being  a  reduction  of  1/3  from  former  rates. 

'he  Committee  are  satisfied  that  the  compensation  to  the  city  Treasurer 
las  been  higher  in  proportion  to  the  labor  and  responsibility  than  the 
>ther  city  officers.  The  Committee  therefore  recommend  a  reduction  to 
t  pr  cent  on  all  moneys  collected  on  the  duplicate,  with  an  additional 
t  pr  cent  on  collections  from  the  delinquent  list,  unless  it  be  his  own 
Lelinquent  list,  in  which  case  he  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  addi- 
;ional  pr  cent. 

'he  present  city  Council  having  already  reduced  the  members  of  the  Wight 
fetch,  and  fixed  their  compensation,  it  only  remains  to  notice  the  amount 
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»f  reduction  and  saving  of  expenditures  in  this  branch  of  administration. 

'he  payments  on  a/c  of  the  watch  for  for  the  last  fiscal  year  was 
;7,785.50.  The  cost  of  this  branch  of  service  for  the  current  year  will 
>e  $4,471  being  $3,314.50  less  than  last  year.  Promising  that  the  reduc- 
;ions  here  recommended  be  carried  out,  there  will  be  a  saving  absolute, 
>n  salaries  and  Treasurers  per  centage  as  follows i  on  pay  to  City  Council 
5405.00.  on  pay  to  City  Engineer  $200.00.   on  Treasurer's  per  centage 
J366.00.  Making  an  aggregate  saving  on  salaries  of  $971.00,  and  making 
i  reduction  on  expenditures  heretofore  fixed  by  law  of  $4285.50. 
!here  are  various  expenditures  variable  in  their  amounts,  but  which 
lepend  generally  on  the  current  action  of  the  city  council,  and  which 
my  and  ought  to  be  much  curtailed  in  their  amount,  and  which  the 
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Council,  admonished  by  the  embarassed  state  of  the  city  finances,  will 
no  doubt  feel  itself  justified  and  called  upon  to  bring  down  to  the  low- 
est point  compatible  with  the  public  interest. 

The  Committee  will  name  some  of  the  items  of  expenditure  that  would  seem 
to  require  a  special  degree  of  watchfulness.  The  city  ordinances  have 
provided  that  all  street  improvements,  except  at  the  street  and  alley 
crossings,  and  such  cleaning  out  of  gutters  as  the  public  health  render 
indispensable  should  be  done  at  the  expense  of  the  property  holders 
along  the  section  of  the  street  improved,  and  yet  there  was  paid  for 
street  improvements  last  year  the  sum  of  $5526. 15.  This  item  in  the  opin- 
ion of  the  committee  is  more  than  double  what  it  should  be  under  a  strict 
adherence  to  the  law,  and  a  rigid  economy  in  the  administration.  The 
fault,  it  is  believed,  is  mainly  attributable  to  the  council  in  ordering 
work  in  various  localities,  and  in  almost  all  instances  asked,  not  regard- 
ing the  law  which  imposes  this  expense  on  the  property  fronting  the  work 
done.  The  expenditure  for  cisterns  last  year  was  $3,607.12.  for  bridges 
$1042.50.  Buildings  and 
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grounds  $4,635.13.  Furniture  $510.42.  Books  and  stationery  $335.53. 
Contingent  expenses  $474.09.  Making  an  aggregate  expenditure  in  the  last 
seven  items  of  $16,130.94.   On  most  of  these  items  a  much  less  amount  of 
expenditure  will  be  required,  and  that  adminished  under  a  rigid  economy, 
the  Committee  doubt  not  that  the  aggregate  may,  without  serious  detri- 
ment to  the  public  interest,  be  lessened  one  half,  that  is  to  say  from 
$16,130.94  to  $8,065.47. 

If  to  this  be  added  the  amount  saved  by  the  reduction  of  the  watch,  and 
salaries  and  pay  to  officers,  we  have  an  aggregate  reduction  of  expen- 
ditures of  $12,350.97.  These  reductions,  (presuming  other  items  of 
expenditure  to  remain  as  they  were)  will  bring  down  the  city  expenses  to 
about  the  estimated  revenue  of  the  cityj  say  from  all  sources  about 
$30,000.00  on  the  general  fund.  This  state  of  facts  presents  but  a  sorry 
exhibition  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  city.  With  a  debt  of 
$20,000,  nearly  the  whole  amount  of  which  is  due,  and  the  current  expense 
accruing  as  we  progress,  and  without  money  in  the  Treasury,  the  committee 
feel  extremely  puzzled  to  devise  a  plan  of  escape  from  the  embarrassment 
which  surrounds  us. 

If  the  city  council  should  deem  it  advisable  to  authorize  a  loan,  such  as 
is  authorized   by  the  charter,  and  such  loan  could  be  effected  on 
seasonable  terms,  it  would  enable  the  city  to  discharge  its  debts,  and  to 
progress  in  the  administration  of  its  affairs  under  auspices  somewhat 
hopeful  to  a  favorable  issue. 

The  committee  have  deemed  it  proper  to  report  an  ordinance  providing 
for  the  changes  in  salaries  herein  recommended,  which  is  herewith  pre- 
sented. 

The  committee  have  conferred  with  the  School  Trustees  in  relation  to  the 
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fiscal,  as  well  as  the  general  administration,  condition  and  prospects  of 
the  public  schools.  By  a  statement  furnished  by  the  Trustees  it  appears 
that  the  funds  under  their  charge  will  just  about  dBfray  all  charges 
against  the  school  fund  to  the  end  of  the  present  session,  ending  in 
July;  including  the  rebuilding  of  the  5th  Ward  school  house  which  is  now 
under  contract. 
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The  trustees  estimate  the  expenses  of  that  department  for  the  year  ending 
July  1857  at  $17,050  including  $4000  for  reconstruction  of  the  7th 
ward  school  house,  contemplated  to  be  done  in  the  course  of  the  next 
year. 

It  is  for  the  council  to  determine  whether  it  be  proper  to  raise  this 
amount  by  taxation.  The  present  rate  of  taxation  for  school  purposes 
levied  by  the  city,  would  produce  of  net  revenue  about  |13,000.  The 
amount  of  school  funds  paid  to  the  city  Trustees  for  the  last  year  by 
the  county  Treasurer  was  $3296.60;  this  added  to  the  estimated  school 
revenue  to  be  raised  by  the  city  levy,  will  make  an  aggregate  of 
#16,296.60,  being  less  by  $754  than  the  amount  called  for  by  the  Trustees, 
The  committee  are  assured  by  the  Trustees  that  the  public  schools  are  in 
a  very  flourishing  and  satisfactory  condition,  the  regular  attendance  in 
the  schools  being  about  2000  scholars.

The  following  report  from  the  board  of  health  was  presented. 

The  Board  of  Health  have  to  report  to  the  Hon.  Common  Council  the 
continued  good  health  of  the  city.   Wo  epidemic  tendency  has  manifested 
itself  this  season  up  to  the  present,  and  sporadic  cases  of  disease  are 
rare  and  accompanied  with  little  fatality. 
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The  Board  avail  themselves  of  the  occasion  to  invite  the  attention  of 
the  Council  to  the  state  of  the  Canal.  The  lowness  of  the  water  allows 
much  of  its  surface  to  be  exposed  to  the  sun,  and  there  are  grounds  to 
apprehend  that  it  will  exert  an  unfavorable  effect  upon  the  health  of 
those  within  reach  of  its  exhalations. 

A  sluggish  current  creeps  over  the  irregular  bottom,  and  is  still  fur- 
ther obstructed  by  the  grass  growing  on  this,  so  that  active  decomposition 
is  encouraged  in  the  accumulated  mass  of  animal  and  vegetable  matter 
deposited  over  its  surface.  Unmistakeable  evidence  of  this  decomposition 
under  the  influence  of  the  present  moderate  temperature  is  liberally 
emitted  along  its  banks,  and  is  particularly  observable  in  the  morning 
and  evening.  With  an  inoreased  temperature  during  the  day,  followed  by 
cool  nights,  these  copious  emanations  can  hardly  fail  to  exert  a  deleter- 
ious influence  upon  the  health  of  those  exposed  to  their  inhalations. 

The  prevailing  winds  coming  more  commonly  from  the  west,  induces  the 
opinion  that  those  living  on  the  east  side  of  the  canal  incur  the 
greatest  hazard  from  these  causes,  but  no  precise  limits  can  be  predicated 
of  the  extent  to  which  these  may  operate  under  favorably  concurring  circum- 
stances. 

If  the  water  in  the  canal  was  kept  to  the  heighth  necessary  to  secure 
a  free  current,  and  to  well  cover  the  bottom  and  the  larger  portion  of  the 
slope  of  the  banks,  it  is  possible  no  marked  delaterious  influence,  and 
possibly  none  at  all,  would  be  disseminated  in  any  direction  from  the 
canal;  and  if  the  sides  and  bottom  were  so  exposed  as  to  become  perfect- 
ly dry,  the  like  result  would  probably  be  attained;  but  to  remain,  as  at 
present,  to  varying  degrees  of  heighth,  as  the  weather  may  be  wet  or  dry, 
it  is  greatly  to  be  feared  the  whole  may  become  a  festering  mass  of 
decomposition  prolifio  in  the  generation  of  the  seeds  of  disease. 

The  Board  conceive  themselves  to  be  discharging  an  imperative  duty,  in 
thus  inviting  the  attention  of  your  honorable  body  to  this  subject,  as 
any  steps  taken  to  avert  the  mischief  to  be  apprehended,  to  be  safe  and 
effectual,

There  is  at  present,  so  far  as  the  members  of  the  Board  are  apprized, 
no  epidemic  form  of  disease  prevailing  and  the  inhabitants  of  our  city 
are  as  free  from  sickness  as  there  is  reason  to  expect  at  this  time  of 
the  year.  Owing  to  bad  drainage  there  are  considerable  collections  of 
surface  water  in  various  parts  of  the  city,  not  only  in  the  streets  and 
gutters,  but  in  vacant  lots  which  have  been  hemmed  in  by  the  grading  of 
the  con- 
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tiguous  streets  and  sidewalks.  These  filthy  ponds,  many  of  which  are 
becoming  stagnant  and  covered  with  pernicious  vegetable  growths,  we 
consider  a  fruitful  source  of  the  cause  of  disease.  The  Board  would  sug- 
gest, that  by  digging  down  to  the  substratum  of  sand  in  some  instances, 
and  by  opening  the  gutters  in  others,  to  let  the  water  sink  away  or  run 
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off,  and  by  filling  up  mud  holes  which  cannot  be  drained  conveniently, 
much  can  be  done  to  prevent  disease  during  the  coming  months.  The  Board 
would  further  state,  that  firing  the  cannon  of  late,  has  in  several 
instances,  proved  injurious  to  the  sick,  particularly  children  affected 
with  disease  of  the  brain,  and  would  recommend  that  the  members  of  the 
Council  take  such  action  in  reference  to  its  prevention  as  they  may  deem 
expedient.

To  the  Hon.  Council 

Your  memorialists  respectfully  represent  that  the  city  corporation  of 
Indianapolis  extends  to  Y/hite  River  as  originally  laid  off,  that  lots, 
in  our  early  period  in  the  history 
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of  the  city  were  sold  and  paid  for  in  the  vicinity  of  White  River,  were 
built  upon  and  occupied  as  family  residences,  and  still  continue  to  be. 
That  subsequently  certain  persons  have  commenced  the  business  of 
slaughtering  hogs,  sheep,  beeves,  &c,  in  that  portion  of  the  city,  and  that 
the  same  continues  to  be  carried  on  during  the  hog  killing  season,  from 
year  to  year,  that  one  of  the  firms  engaged  in  the  business,  the  Messrs. 
Mansurs,  is  not  located  upon  White  River,  and  the  others  are,  but  the 
business  of  all  is  annoying  to  the  inhabitants,  destructive  to  their  com- 
fort, health,  and  to  the  value  of  their  property,  that  they  feel  as 
citizens  of  the  city  that  they  are  equally  entitled  with  all  the  rest  to 
be  protected  in  their  persons  and  property  from  such  grevious  injuries, 
and  that  no  one  has   a  right  to  inflict  them.  They  know  of  no  principle 
by  which  the  confort  and  property  of  one  portion  of  the  city  is  to  be 
sacrificed  more  than  another. 

They  therefore  ask  your  Hon.  body  to  exercise  the  power  given  you  by 
the  city  charter,  and  require  the  business  of  slaughtering  hogs  &c,  to  be 
carried  on  without  the  limits  of  the  city,  and  at  such  distance  from  it 
as  shall  relieve  the  citizens  from  the  evil  complained  of,-  evils  which 
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are  increasing  every  year,  as  with  the  growth  of  the  city  proprietors  find 
it.  important  to  improve  the  lots  they  have  purchased. 

And  it  may  be  properly  remarked  that  with  the  growth  of  the  city, 
changes  in  location  and  business  must  be  made,  as  all  well  know,  when 
entering  into  business,  to  accommodate  to  changed  circumstances.  Many 
things  and  practices  will  be  tolerated  in  certain  locations  when  a  place 
is  new  and  small,  that  must  give  way,  as  it  becomes  older  and  prosper- 
ous. This  is  every  days  experience,  and  to  effect  these  changes  is  a 
part  of  the  object  and  duty  of  a  city  government. 

Mr.  Pitts  moved  that  the  petition  be  referred  to  the  Judiciary  Com- 
mittee to  draft  an  ordinance  and  report  at  next  meeting.   Prevailed 
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Mr.  Delzell  presented  the  report  of  the  Chief  Fire  Engineer  which 
was,  upon  motion  of  Mr.  Palmer,  laid  on  the  table. 

The  account  of  the  Gas  Co.  for  £420.00  was  allowed. 

Mr.  Gould,  from  Com.  on  Streets  and  Alleys  made  the  following 
reports. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  examination  of  the  culverts 
on  Illinois  Streets,  at  the  Union  Depot,  do  hereby  report,  that  we  have 
examined  said  culverts  and  find  a  double  culvert  over  the  west  gutter, 
and  a  single  one  over  the  east  gutter,  of  two  feet  square  each,  and 
we  are  of  the  opinion  that  if  said  streets  and  side  walks  were  raised 
to  a  proper  height  north  of  the  culverts,  and  the  gutters  properly 
cleared  of  other  obstructions,  that  said  culverts  would  be  sufficient, 
except  in  case  of  unusual  hard  rains.  At  present  we  think  the  street 
is  so  low  that  the  water  runs  over  it  before  the  culverts  are  full.

Mr  Palmer  moved  that  the  report  be  laid  on  the  table.  Prevailed 

Mr  Gould  from  same  committee  also  made  the  following  report. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  citizens  living 
in  the  south  west  part  of  the  city,  in  referenoe  to  the  deposite  of  dead 
animals,  would  recommend  that  the  deposite  hereafter  be  made  about  one 
half  mile  further  down  the  river,  and  that  they  be  thrown  into  the 
river.  The  point  to  which  we  allude  is  about  one  fourth  of  a  mile 
below  the  termination  of  what  is  called  the  high  banks.

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  a  resolution  at  a  regular  meet- 
ing of  the  council  of  the  30th  ult.  upon  the  conditions  of  the  city  Hospi- 
tal,  its  advancement  and  expenditures,  ask  leave  to  report.  That  sometime 
in  the  summer  of  1854,  a  committee  of  three  was  appointed  by  the  council, 
called  the  building  committee,  for  the  purpose  of  negotiating  and  purchas- 
ing a  piece  of  ground  for  a  site  for  a  city  Hospital  or  Infirmary,  and 
report  at  their  earliest  convenience.  That  duty  was  performed  Deer.  18, 
1854,  by  the  purchase  of  a  lot  from  Jas  S.  Athon  and  Thomas  B.  Elliott, 
consisting  of  eight  acres  and  6l/l00  at  the  rate  of  $500  per  acre, 
amounting  to  the  sum  of  $4305,  upon  the  following  conditions  -  one 
fourth  to  be  paid  1st  January  1855,  and  the  balance  in  three  equal  semi- 
annual payments  of  $1076.25  each,  bearing  interest  from  1st  January,  1855. 
This  purchase  was  confirmed  by  the  Council.  Of  the  above  sum,  $1316.39 
has  been  paid,  leaving  a  balance  due,  exclusive  of  the  accumulated 
interest  of  $2988.11.  Interest  of  the  three  notes  up  to  the  first  July 
inst.  is  $268.93,  making  a  total  due  on  lot  of  $3257.04. 

Soon  after  the  purchase  of  the  lot,  the  building  committee 
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employed  Isaac  Hodgson,  Architect,  and  requested  him  to  draw  a  plan  and 
make  out  the  specifications  for  the  city  Hospital  or  Infirmary,  ■which  he 
did,  and  presented  them  to  the  Council  for  its  action  at  the  regular  meet- 
ing 25  June  1855.  The  building  is  to  he  mainly  of  brick,  a  centre 
building  and  two  wings,  the  whole  edifice  to  be  154  feet  in  length.  The 
centre  building  56  feet  front,  by  65  in  width,  and  the  wings  48  feet  front 
by  45  feet  in  width,  three  stories  high,  and  a  basement,  the  latter  to 
contain  the  fixtures  for  cooking  and  vjashing  and  heating  the  buildingj 
the  whole  to  cost  when  completed  $26,489.  The  plan  and  specifications 
were  adopted  by  said  meeting. 

The  council  being  fully  aware  that  the  city  was  unable  to  erect  a 
building  of  this  ragnitude,  concluded  to  commence  by  putting  up  one 
wing  at  first,  and  progress  with  the  balance  of  the  building  as  the 
means  of  the  city  might  justify;  and  that  it  would  afford  ample  room, 
and  meet  all  the  wants  of  the  city  for  a  number  of  years,  which  by  the 
estimate  of  the  Architect,  could  be  completed  for  about  $6250,  and  there- 
upon the  Council  appropriated  $4000,  from  the  Treasury  for  that  purpose. 
In  a  few  days  after  this  appropriation  the  building  committee  proceeded 
to  make  contracts. 

A  contract  for  excavation  was  made  at  17/  per  cubic  yard,  there  being 
567  cubic  yards,  making  the  sum  of  96.44-2. 

A  contract  for  stone  work  was  made  with  Messrs.  Morrison  &  Hiatt  for 
$2200  cash,  the  committee  reserving  the  right  to  pay  the  said  sum  in  city 
orders,  by  allowing  15  pr  cent  on  the  same.  Of  the  above  sum  $1900  have 
been  paid.    The  stone  work  is  now  on  the  ground.   There  will  be  a 
balance  due,  when  the  work  is  completed,  of  $300,  exclusive  of  the 
15  per  cent  which  is  now  due  amounting  to  $285.00. 

A  contract  was  completed  with  Mrssrs.  Enos  &  Kurtz  to  furnish  the 
lumber  and  exeoute  all  the  carpenter  work  for  $1180  in  cash,  or  in  city 
orders  by  allowing  15  per  cent.  They  have  been  paid  $734.64,  making  a 
balance  due,  when  the  work  is  completed  of  $445.36,  and  per  centum 
already  accrued  of  $110.19. 

A  contract  for  brick  and  brick  work  was  given  to  Oliver  Johnson  for 
$7.00  per  thousand,  mason  measurement  in  city  orders,  as  the  work  pro- 
gressed. 87,722  brick  have  been  laid,  amounting  to  $614.54  which  has  been 
paid  as  per  contract.  The  Architect  for  his  services  has  been  paid  $120 
in  city  orders.  Now  out  of  the  appropriation  of  $4000,  $3465. 62g"-  have 
been  paid  out  of  the  Treasury,  and  the

per  cent  now  due  $395.19  which,  when  paid,  will  leave  a  balance  unex- 
pended of  $139.18. 

The  committee  are  fully  aware  that  this  wing  of  the  building  will 
cost  more  than  the  first  estimate  of  the  architect  in  consequence  of  not 
commencing  the  "whole  structure  at  once  and  completing  it  -  in  this  case 
the  centre  of  the  building  would  have  contained  all  the  fixtures  that  we 
are  now  compelled  to  attach  to  the  wing.  The  building  is  now  complete  so 
far  as  the  basement  is  concerned,  and  it  depends  upon  the  action  of  this 
council  whether  it  shall  progress  or  not.  The  amount  required  to  com- 
pletely enclose  it,  will  probably  cost  but  little  short  of  $2,500.

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200,000  more  brick  will  be  needed  at  $7.  per  thousand,  which  will  be 
|14,000.  Mr  Johnson  is  bound  in  an  article  of  agreement  to  deliver  if 
the  council  demand  it.

That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Street  Commissioner,  in  caste 
of  the  failure  or  neglect  of  such  owner  or  owners,  to  make  such  repairs 
or  remove  such  obstructions,  so  far  as  the  middle  of  the  street  or  alley, 
in  front  of  his  or  her  property,  to  notify  such  owners  to  cause  the  same 
to  be  done  within  ten  days  from  such  notice,  and  in  Case  of  failure  of  such 
owner  to  make  the  repairs  notified  to  be  made,  the  Street  Commissioner 
shall  proceed  to  make  the  necessary  repairs,  and  to  commence  suit,  in  the 
name  of  the  city,  for  the  expense  or  cost  thereof,  before  the  Mayor, 
who  shall  on  proof  thereof,  render  judgment  against  such  delinquent  for 
the  amount  of  such  outlay,  with  twenty  per  cent,  damages  thereon. 

Sect.  3.  This  ordinance  to  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

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The  Committee  on  Finance  -who  were  directed  to  investigate  the  matter 
of  remitting  a  portion  of  the  taxes  levied  by  the  city  against  the 
Central  Bank,  as  set  forth  in  the  petition  of  Jno.  D  Defrees  Esq.  - 
Report,  that  the  facts  set  out  in  said  petition  are  believed  to  be  sub- 
stantially correct. 

The  Committee  also  learn  that  the  city  assessment  was  completed  by  the 
first  day  of  May,  and  that  in  the  month  of  June,  the  council  met  as  a 
board  of  eqalization  and  appeal,  of  which  due  notice  was  given  through 
the  public  papers,  and  that  no  application  for  relief  was  in  this  case 
presented.  Without  denying  or  affirming  whether  this  failure  should 
prejudice  the  claim  for  relief,  the  Committee  deem  it  proper  to  present 
its  views  in  relation  to  the  merits  of  the  claim,  and  its  effects  upon  the 
finances  of  the  city,  and  as  a  precedent  upon  the  future  action  of  the 
council. 

It  does  not  appear  to  the  committee  that  there  would  be  either  jus- 
tice or  equity  in  opening  the  case  for  a  hearing  after  Six  months  has 
elapsed  since  the  assessment  of  this  capital,  and  nearly  two  months 
after  the  close  of  the  assessment,  and  also  after  the  day  of  appeal. 

Again,  the  avails  of  this  capital  alledged  to  be  withdrawn  must  have 
been  either  withdrawn  from  the  State,  or  other  property  to  an  equal 
amount  substituted,  in  the  hands  of  some  other  capitalist  or  owner j 
in  either  case  such  capital  could  not  now  be  reached  for  taxation,  and 
must  result  that  much  loss  to  the  revenue  of  the  city. 

If  the  precendent  is  once  established  that  persons  whose  property 
has  been  once  assessed,  and  afterwards,  in  course  of  the  year  trans- 
ferred to  others,  shall  be  permitted  to  come  before  the  council  and 
obtain  a  remission  of  the  taxes  on  such  transferred  property,  it  will 
not  require  much  sagacity  to  see  that  this  council  will  become  a  per- 
petual court  of  appeals,-  that  the  books  and  finances  of  the  city  will 
become  involved  in  inextricable  difficulties  and  embarrassments,  and  the 
revenue  of  the  city  variable  and  uncertain,  and  undoubtedly  greatly 
reduced. 

From  the  considerations  here  suggested,  and  others  which  might  be 
adduced,  the  committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  relief  prayed  for  ought 
not  to  be  granted.

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  a  resolution  at  a  regular 
meeting  of  the  30th  ult.,  upon  the  condition  of  the  city  Hospital,  its 
advancement  and  expenditures,  ask  leave  to  report,  That  sometime  in  the 
summer  of  1854,  a  committee  of  three  was  appointed  by  the  council, 
called  the  building  committee,  for  the  purpose  of  negotiating  and  pur- 
chasing a  piece  of  ground  for  a  site  for  a  city  Hospital  or  Infirmary, 
and  report  at  their  earliest  convenience.  That  duty  was  performed  Dec. 
18  1854,  by  the  purchase  of  a  lot,  from  Jas.  S.  Athon  and  Thos»  B. 
Elliott,  consisting  of  8  acres  and  6l/l00  at  the  rate  of  $500  per 
acre,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  |4305.  upon  the  following  conditions,  one 
fourth  to  be  paid  1st  January  1855,  and  the  balance  of  in  three  equal 
semi-annual  payments  of  £1076.25  and  bearing  interest  from  the  1st 
January, 1855.  This  purchase  Was  confirmed  by  the  council.  Of  the  above 
sum  |1316.89  have  been  paid,  leaving  a  balance  due  exclusive  of  the  accu- 
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mulated  interest,  of  $2988.11 

Interest  of  three  notes  up  to  1st  July  inst  268.93 

Making  a  total  due  on  lot  of  $3257.04 

Soon  after  the  purchase  of  a  lot,  the  building  committee  employed 
Isaac  Hodgson,  architect,  and  requested  him  to  draw  a  plan  and  make  out 
the  specifications  for  the  city  Hospital  or  Infirmary,  which  he  did,  and 
presented  them  to  the  council  for  its  action  at  the  regular  meeting, 
25th  June  1855.  The  building  is  to  be  mainly  of  brick,  a  centre 
building  and  two  wings,  the  whole  edifice  to  be  154  feet  in  length,  the 
centre  building  to  be  56  feet  front,  by  65  in  width,  and  the  wings  48 
feet  front  by  45  feet  in  width,  three  stories  high  and  a  basement,  the 
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latter  to  contain  the  fixtures  for  cooking  and  washing,  and  for  heating 
the  building.  The  whole  to  cost,  when  completed,  $26,489.  The  plan  and 
specifications  were  adopted  by  said  meeting. 

The  Council  being  fully  aware  that  the  city  was  unable  to  erect  a 
building  of  this  magnitude,  concluded  to  commence  by  putting  up  one  wing 
at  first,  and  progress  the  balance  of  the  building  as  the  means  of  the  city 
might  justify;  and  that  ifr  would  afford  ample  room  and  meet  all  the  wants 
of  the  city  for  a  number  of  years,  whioh  by  the  estimate  of  the  architeot 
could  be  completed  for  about  $6,250,  and  thereupon  the  counoil  appropriated 
$4000,  from  the  Treasury  for  that  purpose. 

In  a  few  days  after  this  appropriation,  the  building  committee 
proceeded  to  make  contracts. 

A  oontract  for  excavation  was  made  at  17  cts  per  cubic  yard,  there 
being  567  cubic  yards,  making  the  sum  of  $96.44§-. 

A  contract  for  stone  work  was  made  with  Messrs.  Munson  &  Hiatt,  for 
$2200.  in  Cash,  the  committee  reserving  the  right  to  pay  the  said  sum  in 
city  orders  by  allowing  15  pr  cent  on  the  same* 

Of  the  above  sum  $1900  have  been  paid*  The  Stone  work  is  now  on  the 
ground.  There  will  be  a  balance  due,  when  the  work  is  Completed,  of 
$300,  exclusive  of  the  15  per  cent  which  is  now  due,  amounting  to  $285. 
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A  oontract  was  completed  with  Messrs.  Enos  &  Kurtz,  to  furnish  the 
lumber  and  execute  all  the  carpenter  work  for  $1180  in  cash,  or  in  city 
orders  by  allowing  15  per  cent.  They  have  been  paid  $734.64,  making  a 
balance  due  when  the  work  is  completed  of  $445.36,  and  per  centum  al- 
ready accrued  of  $110.19. 

The  oontract  for  brick  and  brick  work  was  given  to  Oliver  Johnson  for 
$7*00  per  thousand,  Mason  measurement,  in  city  orders,  as  the  work 
progressed  -  87,722  brick  have  been  laid,  amounting  to  $614.54  whioh  has 
been  paid  as  per  contract. 

The  architect  for  his  supervision,  has  been  paid  $120  in  city  orders. 

Now  out  of  the  appropriation  $4000,  3465 •62^  have  been  paid  out  of  the 
Treasury,  and  the  per  cent  now  due,  $395.19,  whioh,  when  paid,  will  leave 
a  balance  unexpended  of  $139.18* 

The  committee  are  fully  aware  that  this  wing  of  the  building  will  cost 
more  than  the  first  estimate  of  the  architect,  in  consequence  of  not  com- 
mencing the  -whole  structure  at  once,  and  completing  it.  In  this  case  the 
centre  of  the  building  would  have  contained  all  the  fixtures  that  we  are 
now  compelled  to  attach  to  the  wing.  The  building  is  now  oomplete  so 
far  as  the  basement  is  concerned,  and  it  depends  upon  the  action  of  this 
counoil  whether  it  shall  progress  or  not.  The  amount  required  to  com- 
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pletely  enclose  it  will  probably  cost  but  little  short  of  $2500. 
2,000,000  more  brick  will  be  needed  at  $7  per  thousand,  which  will  be 
|14,000,  Mr.  Johnson  is  bound  in  an  article  of  agreement  to  deliver  if 
the  council  demand  it. 

Roofing  and  glazing  will  cost  about  0350.  Then  add  the  amount  that 
will  be  due  for  mechanical  labor  and  material  when  the  work  is  completed, 
and  it  will  be  $2495.36.  The  carpenters  and  stone  cutters  are  ready  at 
any  time  to  complete  their  contract,  and  put  in  place  the  material  when 
called  upon.

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An  Ordinance  for  the  regulation  of  the  markets  in  the  city  of 
Indianapolis. 


, 
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Sect.  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  common  council  of  the  city  of  Indianap- 
olis, that  the  buildings  and  spaces  heretofore  used  as  public  markets,  in 
Indianapolis,  shall  hereafter  continue  to  be  used  and  occupied  as  euch, 
subject  to  the  following  regulations  and  restrictions. 

Sect.  2.  All  articles  intended  for  sale  in  any  of  the  market  houses, 
shall  be  offered  at  the  south  market  house  on  Monday  and  Thursdays;  at 
the  west  market  house  on  Tuesdays  and  Fridays;  and  at  the  east  market 
house  on  TTednesdays  and  Saturdays;  and  the  market  hours  in  each  of  said 
markets  shall  be  from  four  (4)  A.  M.  until  seven  (7)  o1 clock  A.  M.  from 
the  first  day  of  May  until  the  first  day  of  October;  and  from  half  past 
five  (&|-)  A.  M.  until  half  past  eight  (&§■)  o'clock  A.  M.  from  the  first 
day  of  October  until  the  first  day  of  May. 

Sect.  3.   Each  market  house  shall  be  provided  with  a  bell  and  the 
market  master  shall  give  notice  of  the  opening  and  closing  of  the  market, 
by  ringing   the  same,  at  the  time  specified  in  the  preceding  section. 

Sect,  4.  Every  occupier  of  a  stall  or  stand  in  either  market  house, 
shall,  within  twenty  minutes  after  the  ringing  of  the  bell  for  closing 
the  market,  cause  his  provisions,  and  vehicle,  if  he  have  one,  to  be 
removed  from  the  market  house,  and  his  stand  or  stall  to  be  thoroughly 
cleaned,  and  all  animal  and  vegetable  rubbish  to  be  removed  from  the 
market  house,  and  each  butcher  shall  cause  his  tables,  meat  blocks,  and 
other  fixtures  to  be  thoroughly  scraped  and  cleaned. 

Sect.  5.  The  market  master  shall  cause  the  market  houses  in  which 
market  has  been  held,  to  be  thoroughly  cleaned  in  the  forenoon  of  the 
same  day. 

Sect.  6.  All  articles  usually  sold  by  weight  or  measure,  shall  be 
sold  in  market  by  weight  or  measure,  which  shall  be  regulated  by  the 
standard  of  the  state. 

Sect.  7.  The  market  master  shall,  once  in  six  months  call  upon  the 
sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  to  test  the  weights  and  measures  used 
in  such  market,  and  to  seal  the  same,  the  fees  for  which  shall  be  paid 
by  the  person  owning  such  scales  or  measures;  and  shall  have  in  his 
keeping 
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all  measures  weights  and  scales  belonging  to  the  city  council  used  for 
market  purposes,  and  deliver  them  over  to  his  successor  in  office. 

Sect.  8.  No  butcher,  or  any  other  person  who  shall  offer  for  sale 
any  thing  in  market  by  weight,  shall  sell  the  same  except  by  weighing 
with  scales  and  weights  approved  by  the  market  master. 

Sect.  9.  If  any  person  shall  offer  for  sale  any  thing  in  market, 
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usually  sold  by  weight,  and  shall  weigh  the  same  by  false  weights  or  in 
false  scales, not  regulated  by  the  standard  of  the  State,  he  shall,  on 
conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars,  and 
not  less  than  five  dollars. 

Sect.  10.  All  articles  offered  for  sale  in  market  by  dry  measurement, 
shall  be  sold  in  measures  of  uniform  circumference  from  top  to  bottom. 

Sect,  11.  Any  person  offering  to  sell  articles  of  dry  measurement  in 
market,  in  flaring  or  wine  measures,  whether  of  pint,  quart,  gallon,  or 
other  contents,  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars. 

Sect.  12.   It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Market  Master,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  committee  on  Markets,  to  cause  the  several  market  houses  to 
be  kept  neat  and  clean j  to  cause  wagons,  teams,  and  other  vehicles  to 
be  placed  in  the  market  spaces  so  as  best  to  suit  the  convenience  of 
the  public,  and  of  buyers  and  sellers;  to  take  charge  of,  and  safely 
keep  the  weights  and  measures  belonging  to  the  city  council  for  market 
purposes,  and  neither  use,  or  suffer  the  same  to  be  used  for  any  other 
purpose  than  that  of  testing  any  suspected  weights  or  measures;  to 
preserve  order  during  market  hours;  to  prevent  and  remove  all  obstruc- 
tions in  said  markets,  and  all  nuisances  found  therein;  and  to  remove 
all  vagrants  and  disorderly  persons  found  loitering  in  and  about  said 
market  houses;  to  adjust,  arrange,  and  direct  the  stands  and  situations 
for  the  sale  of  all  articles  not  sold   from  wagons  or  rented  stalls. 
And  it  shall  be  the  special  duty  of  said  Market  Master  to  cause  all  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  and  all  other  ordinances  that  may  be 
passed,  relating  to  the  markets,  to  be  observed  and  obeyed,  and  to  cause 
all  violations  of  the  same  to  be  prosecuted  before  the  Mayor.  And 
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to  enable  the  Market  Master  to  carry  into  effect  the  duties  imposed  on 
him  as  aforesaid,  he  shall  be  invested  with  the  power  of  a  police  officer 
of  this  city. 

Sect.  13.  The  market  i%ster  shall  on  the  first  market  morning  in  May, 
in  each  market   house,  offer  for  sale  to  the  highest  bidder,  the  use  of 
stalls  for  any  term  of  years  from  one  to  four  years,  at  the  option  of  the 
purchaser,  the  purchaser  to  pay  in  advance  in  all  c8ses,  one  years  rent: 
Provided,  however,  that  the  stalls  in  said  market  houses  shall  not  be 
rented  at  a  less  sum  than  ten  dollars  per  stall  for  the  East  $  West 
Market  Houses,  and  five  dollars  per  stall  for  the  South  Market  Eouse. 

Sect.  14.  The  Market  Master  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  number  of 
stalls  so  leased,  and  the  name  of  the  lessee;  and  when  a  stall  is 
transferred  to  another  person,  with  the  assent  of  the  Market  Master,  the 
market  master  shall  receive  one  dollar  for  the  transfer. 

Sect.  15.  If  any  purchaser  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  comply  with  the 
terms  of  the  sale,  the  market  master  shall  declare  such  sale  void, 
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and  proceed  to  offer  the  same  for  sale,  as  directed  by  a  preceding  sec- 
tion, and  in  case  said  stall  shall  sell  for  a  less  sum  than  at  the  first 
sale,  the  former  bidder  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  market  master  on 
complaint  of  market  master  before  the  Mayor,  the  amount  of  such  deficit, 
for  the  use  of  the  city. 

Sect.  16.  In  case  any  of  the  stalls  remain  unsold,  the  market  master 
may  lease  the  same  to  applicants,  at  a  rate  for  the  balance  of  the 
year,  not  less  than  the  price  as  herein  before  fixed. 

Sect.  17.   If  any  lessee  of  any  stand  or  stall,  shall  be  twice  con- 
victed of  violating  any  ordinance  in  relation  to  markets,  his  lease  shall 
be  adjudged  to  be  forfeited. 

Sect.  18.  Any  person  who  shall  offer  for  sale,  or  sell  in  either  of 
said  market  houses, any  provision  which  shall  be  unwholesome,  or  unfit  for 
use,  the  market  master  shall  seize  the  same,  and  summon  two  citizens  to 
inspect  the  article  or  articles,  and  if  said  inspection  shall  decide 
them  unfit  for  market,  the  market  master  shall  destroy  the  same;  and 
the  person  so  offending,  shall,  on  conviction  before  the  Mayor,  be 
fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars;  and  if  he  be  a  lessee  of 
a  stand  or  stall,  the  same  shall  be  forfeited. 
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Sect.  19.   If  any  person  not  the  owner  of  a  stand  or  stall,  shall 
cut  up  meat,  or  sell  the  same  in  either  market  house  or  square,  within 
market  hours,  in  any  quantity  less  than  a  quarter,  he  shall  pay  to  the 
market  master  the  sum  of  fifty  cents,  for  each  market  morning  he  may  so 
occupy  said  stall,  or  stand,  to  be  paid  within  market  hours,  and  on 
failure  or  refusal  to  pay  the  same,  he  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not 
exceeding  one  dollar. 

Sect.  20.  If  any  person  or  persons  shall  in  any  manner  encumber 
either  of  said  market  houses  or  stalls,  the  market  master  shall  remove 
the  encumbrance,  and  the  person  or  persons  creating  the  same,  shall  be 
fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars. 

Sect.  21.  JLny  person  or  persons  who  shall  maliciously,  wantonly,  or 
mischieviously  injure,  destroy  or  deface  any  stalls,  signs  or  other 
property  belonging  to  said  market  houses,  or  to  lessees,  shall,  on  convic- 
tion of  the  same  before  the  Mayor,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty 
dollars,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Mayor  or  jury  trying  said  cause. 

Sect.   22.  Any  person  or  persons  who  sell,  or  offer  for  sale,  any 
poultry,  wild  game,  meat,  butter,  eggs,  or  other  article  usually  sold  in 
market,  which  have  been  obtained  by  purchase  less  than  five  miles  from  the 
city,  of  any  person  or  persons  bringing  such  articles  to  the  city,  shall 
be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding;  twenty  dollars. 

Sect.  23.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  during  market  hours,  for  any  person 
or  persons,  to  buy  or  cause  to  be  bought,  any  article  of  provision  which 
may  be  offered  for  sale  in  the  public  market,  for  the  purpose  of  reselling 
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the  same;  nor  shall  it  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  enter  into 
any  contract  or  agreement  with  any  person  or  persons,  by  words,  signs, 
or  otherwise,  before  the  opening  of  the  market,  for  the  purchase  of  any 
provisions  brought  into  either  of  said  markets  for  sale.  And  every  per- 
son so  offending,  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not 
exceeding  tva,   dollars. 

Sect.  24.  No  person  attending  market  for  the  purchase  of  selling, 
shall  purchase  any  article  sold  in  market,  as  the  agent  of  Hotel  keepers 
and  other  persons;  and  every  person  so  offending,  shall,  on  conviction 
thereof,  be  fined  in  an;/  sum  not  exceeding  five  dollars. 
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Sect.  25.   Butter,  lard,  or  honey,  sold  in  market,  shall  be  sold  by 
avoirdupois  weight.  When  the  first  named  article  is  put  up  in  rolls 
or  balls,  each  roll  or  ball  shall  contain  not  less  than  one  pound. 

Sect.  26.  The  market  master  shall  seize  all  articles  which  are 
exposed  for  sale  in  market,  that  are  of  less  weight  than  that  repre- 
sented by  the  seller,  and  all  articles  offered  for  sale  by  false  or 
incorrect  weights;  and  shall  sell  the  same  at  public  auction  to  the 
highest  bidder,  and  pay  the  proceeds  into  the  city  Treasury. 

Sect.  27.  Any  grocer,  or  other  dealer  in  provisions,  who  shall 
purchase  any  article  in  market,  during  market  hours,  except  for  the 
use  of  his  family,  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  five  dollars. 

Sect.  28.   Every  person  who  shall  resist  the  market  master  in  the 
lawful  discharge  of  the  several  duties  imposed  upon  him  by  this  ordi- 
nance, shall  be  fined,  on  conviction  thereof  before  the  mayor,  in  any  sum 
not  exceeding  twenty  five  dollars. 

Sect.  29.  All  rents,  fines,  and  penalties  assessed  under  this  ordi- 
nance, shall  be  paid  by  the  market  master  into  the  city  Treasury,  for 
the  use  of  the  city,  and  the  market  master  shall  render  an  account  of 
such  fines,  and  of  the  persons  from  whom,  and  the  cause  for  which  the 
same  were  recovered,  in  his  monthly  report  to  the  council. 

Sect.  30.  The  market  master  shall  have  power  to  sell  the  stalls  for 
the  balance  of  the  time  from  date,  until  the  first  morning  in  May  1857 
in  each  market,  to  the  highest  bidder,  at  not  less  than  the  minimum  price 

Sect.  31..  That  all  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sect.  32.  This  ordinance  to  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
its  publication.

That  from  and  after  the  passage  and  publication  of  this 
Ordinance  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons,  to  erect  any 
building,  shed  or  pen,  for  the  purpose  of  slaughtering  Hogs>  Cattle, 
Sheep  or  other  animals  within  the  limits  of  the  City  or  within  one  half 
mile  of  such  limits,  which  shall  be  deemed  and  the  same  is  hereby  de- 
clared a  public  Nuisance  and  prohibited  -  and  any  person  or  persons  who 
shall  slaughter  or  cause  or  suffer  to  be  slaughtered  in  or  about  the 
premises  as  aforesaid,  shall  on  Conviction  thereof  be  fined  the  sum  of 
Fifty  dollars  for  every  twenty  four  hours  or  during  any  part  of  which 
such  buisiness  shall  be  continued  or  suffered.  - 

Sect.  2d  That  all  houses,  pens,  enclosures  or  other  places  now 
occupied  within  the  City  limits  or  within  one  half  mile  of  such  limits, 
for  slaughtering  Hogs,  Cattle,  Sheep  or  other  animals  may  be  continued 
till  the  first  day  of  March  1858.  But  if  by  reason  of  any  buisiness 
carried  on  at,  in  or  about  the  same,  shall  or  may  produce  an  unwholesome 
or 

(Repealed  Sept.  29,  '57) 
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disagreable  smell,  or  any  annoyance  to  the  inhabitants  in  the  vicinity 
thereof  within  the  limits  of  said  City,  or  within  one  half  mile  of  said 
City  limits,  shall  be  deemed  and  the  same  are  hereby  declared  public 
nuisances j  and  being  notified  to  abate  the  same  by  the  marshall,  shall 
fail  to  do  so  within  ten  days  after  such  notice,  shall  on  conviction 
thereof  be  fined  the  Sum  of  Fifty  dollars;  and  the  sum  of  ten  dollars 
for  every  twenty  four  hours  such  nuisance  shall  thereafter  be  continued 
or  permitted. 
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Sec.  3,  On  and  after  the  first  day  of  March  1858,  it  shall  not  be 
lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  carry  on  the  buisiness  of  slaughter- 
ing Hogs,  Cattle,  Sheep  or  other  animals  within  the  City  limits  or  within 
the  distance  of  one  half  mile  from  said  City  limits;  and  any  person  or  per- 
sons carrying  on  such*  buisiness  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  Section, 
shall  on  conviction  be  fined  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  and  every 
day  such  buisiness  shall  be  carried  on* 

Sec.  4th.  All  Ordinances  and  parts  of  Ordinances  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis  in  conflict  with  this  Ordinance  are  hereby  repealed.

Mr  Maguire  presented  a  petition  of  1m  Hubbard,  asking  the  privi- 
lege of  occupying  somuch  of  Circle,  Meridian  &  Delaware  Streets  with 
building  materials  as  is  customary  or  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  erec- 
tion of  buildings;  which  was  granted  by  consent. 

Mr  Rooker  offered  two  petitions  for  grading  &  graveling  on  West 
street,  which  were  referred  to  Civil  Engineer  &  City  Attorney. 

Mr  Delzell  of  Com.  on  accounts,  to  whom  was  referred  a  Bill  of

The  minutes  of  the  Special  Meeting  of  26th  inst.  were  read  and 
approved. 

Mr  Newcomer  moved  to  take  the  "ordinance  for  the  protection  of 
Travellers,  and  the  preservation  of  public  order  at  the  Union  Depot"  from 
the  table-  and  read  it  3d  time,  which  was  concurred  in,  and  the  ordinance 
was  passed  by  unanimous  vote  as  follows:  (This  was  passed  before j  on 
Jan.  2,  1855.) 

Sec.  1st.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  that  the  Superintendent  of  the  Union  Railway  Company  shall 
provide  in  their  building  a  suitable  portion  to  be  occupied  by  Porters  of 
Hotels  in  the  City,  and  each  of  xaid  Hotels  that  may  furnish  a  sign  or 
placard  of  the  size  and  form  prescribed  by  said  Superintendent,  to  place 
a  porter  of  said  Hotel  in  the  said  building,  under,  and  subject  to  the 
rules  and  regulations  thereof.  Sayd  Porters  shall  wear  badges  designating 
the  house  they  respectively  represent,  and  while   in  the  building,  or 
the  Streets  adjacent   thereto,  shall  not  engage  in  soliciting  passengers 
in  any  maner,  nor  interfering  with  them,  nor  in  any  call  of  their  re- 
spective houses;  but  shall  receive  baggage  checks  and  the  baggage  for  such 
checks,  may  call  and  remove  the  same  in  a  quiet  and  orderly  manner. 

Sec.  2d.  The  Omnibuses  or  Carriages  running  in  connection  with  the 
several  public  houses  shall  be  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the 
Superindendant  of  the  Union  Railway  Company,  while  on  the  Street  in  Front 
of  the  Depot  Building.  The  shall  be  numbered  by  said  Superintendent, 
and  places  alloted  to  each  according  to  their  respective  numbers.  Each 
of  said  Omnibuses  or  Carriages  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  driver  and  the 
porter  of  the  House,  and  by  no  other  servant  or  employee.  The  driver 
shall  not  engage  in  soliciting  passengers,  or  calling  name  of  houses, 
nor  in  any  manner  interfering  with 
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such  passengers,  further  than  civilly  answering  any  interrogations  that 
may  be  put  to  him.  All  Omnibuses  for  general  accommodation  to  various 
parts  of  the  City  shall  be  under  and  subject  to  the  foregoing  regulations 
and  provisions. 

Sec.  3d.  The  Union  Railway  Company  shall  provide  a  suitable  person 
or  persons  at  their  doors,  or  on  the  platforms,  to  direct  passengers  to 
the  Omnibuses  of  the  public  Houses  which  said  passengers  may  designate, 
or  to  accomodation  Omnibuses  for  other  parts  of  the  City,  stating  the 
number  and  position  of  said  Omnibuses,  so  they  can  be  readily  found. 
Said  person  or  persons  shall  not  interfere  in  any  way  as  between  public 
houses  in  directing  passengers  to  any  particular  one,  but  shall  simply 
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designate  such  as  may  be  named  by  such  passengers  themselves.  And  the  said 
Rail/way  Company  shall  keep  the  front  of  their  building  sufficiently  lighted 
at  night,  so  that  the  numbers  and  positions  of  said  Omnibuses  can  be 
easily  ascertained. 

Sec.  4th.  All  private  carriages  &  hacks  for  the  accomodation  of  pas- 
sengers shall  be  in  like  manner  under  the  control  of  the  Super intendant 
and  shall  occupy  the  positions  assigned  them  fronting  the  depot. 

Sec.  5th.  The  running  for  and  solicitations  of  passengers  for  public 
houses  at  and  about  said  Union  Depot,  either  by  interfering  with  them,  so- 
licitations or  importunities,  or  by  noisy  calls  of  the  Names  of  said 
houses  in  the  public  Streets,  is  declared  to  be  a  Nuisance  and  a  disturb- 
ance of  the  public  peace,  and  any  person  or  persons  engaging  in  or  being 
guilty  of  the  same,  shall  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Mayor  be  fined 
in  any  sum  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  twenty  Dollars;  provided, 
however,  that  nothing  in  this  Section  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the 
drivers  or  porters,  authorized  by  the  second  Section  of  this  Ordinance, 
from  quietly  and  pleasantly,  and  without  creating  noise  or  disturbance, 
directing  travelers  to  their  respective  Omnibuses.  And  provided  further, 
that  all  Hotel  keepers  who  may  choose  to  do  so,  shall  have  the  right 
to  have  a  second  porter  stationed  in  the  Neighbourhood  of  their  respective 
Omnibuses  for  the  purpose  of  answering  inquiries  that  may  be  made  of  them 
by  travelers,  and  quietly  directing  them  to  the  Omnibuses 
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for  which  they  may  inquire. 

Sec.  6th.  Any  driver  of  any  Omnibus,  Carriage  or  Hack,  who  shall 
violate  any  provision  of  this  Ordinance,  shall  in  like  manner  be  liable, 
upon  conviction  thereof,  to  the  same  penalties  as  prescribed  in  the  pre- 
ceeding  Section. 

Sec.  7th.  Parents  or  Guardians  of  any  minor  of  monors  shall  be 
liable  for  any  fine  imposed  upon  such  minor  or  minors,  for  offending 
against  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance;  and  any  person  who  shall  employ 
any  runner  or  solicitor  of  passengers  in  violation  of  this  Ordinance, 
whiter  minors  or  not,  shall  in  like  manner  be  liable  for  fines  so 
imposed. 

Bee.  8th.  The  Marshall  at  the  Union  Depot,  or  any  police  officer 
of  the  City,  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  arrest  any  person  or 
persons  offending  against  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  upon  view  of 
the  transgression,  and  take  him  or  them  before  the  Mayor  for  examina- 
tion, or  may  prefer  complaints  before  the  Mayor  and  cause  such  person  or 
persons  to  be  arrested  and  submitted  to  examination  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  9th.  The  said  Marshall  at  the  Union  Depot  is  hereby  inquired 
and  empowered  to  preserve  Order,  and  protect  from  impertinent  interference 
or  annoyance,  passengers  arriving  at  said  Union  Depot.  He  shall  keep  the 
passages  of  egress  from  said  building  and  to  the  public  conveyances  free 
from  Runners,  or  persons  disposed  to  interfere  with  passengers;  and  any 
person  who  shall  forcibly  interrupt  or  interfere  with  him  in  the  proper 
discharge  of  his  duty,  shall  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Mayor,  be 
fined  in  any  Sum  not  less  than  five,  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars. 
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Sec.  10th.  The  police  force  of  the  City,  in  addition  to  said  Marshall 
is  hereby  charged  with  the  observance  of  this  ordinance,  and  the  enforce- 
ment of  its  provisions. 

Sec.  11th.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication. 

On  motion  of  Mr  Delzell  the  Mayor  and  Clerk  were  instructed  to  corres- 
pond with  the  Gas  Company  in  regard  to  the  reasons,  why  they  dont  furnish 
the  City  sufficiently  with  gas,  while  coal  are  cheap. 
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Mr  Pitts  moved  that  the  Civil  Engineer  be  directed  to  have  done  the 
two  culverts  under  the  Lafayette  KR.,  on  Georgia  Str.  if  the  Street 
Commissioner  did  not  do  it. 

A  motion  of  Mr  Delzell,  to  engage  an  additional  counsel  to  assist 
Mr  Donnell  in  a  suit  of  the  Bloomington  University  against  the  State  did 
not  prevail. 

Mr  Pitts  moved  to  referre  to  the  City  Attorney  a  certain  matter 
about  School  property  now  in  the  hands  of  him  and  Langsdale,  as 
Trustees;  on  motion  of  Mr  palmer  it  Was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Education  and  the  City  Attorney.

The  committee  on  the  Judiciary,  who  were  instructed  to  inquire  into 
and  report  whether  the  Indianapolis  Pittsburgh  &  Cleveland  Rail  Road  Com- 
pany cannot  be  compelled  to  remove  their  side  track  south  of  the  Peru 
junction,  have  examined  the  subject  as  far  as  their  limited  information 
will  permit.  From  information,  they  believe  the  facts  to  be  as  follows: 
Before  Railroad  street  was  laid  out  the  Rail  road  company  obtained  the 
right  of  way  for  a  strip  of  land  26  feet  in  width,  they  constructed  the 
main  track  in  the  centre  thereof,  leaving  about  10  feet  on  each  side  of 
the  main  track.  Railroad  street  was  then  laid  out,  consisting  of  35  feet 
in  width  of  land  adjoining  the  ground  relinquished  to  the  company  on 
the  east,  making  lots  on  the  west  side  to  front  immediately  on  the  land 
relinquished  to  the  company.  Since  the  laying  out  of  the  street,  the 
company  have  constructed  the  switch  referred  to,  on  the  east  side  of  their 
main  track,  and  in  doing  so,  occupy  a  few  inches  of  the  street  outside  of 
their  25  feet  aforesaid.

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The  following  communication  was  received  from  the  Sexton. 

To  the  Council 

As  Sescton  of  the  city  grave  yard,  I  think  it  my  duty  to  call  the  at- 
tention of  your  honorable  body  to  some  facts  connected  with  the  public 
burying  ground.  By  an  ordinance  of  the  city,  published  in  the  old  book  of 
ordinances,  of  the  city,  relative  to  the  public  burying  ground,  any  person 
has  a  right  to  enclose  a  lot  in  the  public  ground,  and  hold  it  for  his  in- 
dividual use.   If  this  is  continued  a  few  months  longer,  there  will  be  no 
place  outside  of  the  lots  to  dig  a  grave*  During  the  last  year,  there  has 
been  a  large  number  of  lots  enclosed,  and  many  of  the  aisles  leading  from 
the  main  carriage  way  to  the  west  part  of  the  ground,  entirely  shut  up 
with  graves  and  enclosures,  so  that  it  is  with  difficulty  that  we  can  get 
to  that  part  of  the  ground  with  a  funeral.  There  certainly  is  no  propriety 
in  allowing  any  individual  to  enclose  any  part  of  the  public  ground  for 
his  own  use.  I  would  respectfully  suggest  to  your  honorable  body  the 
propriety  of  repealing  that  part  of  the  old  ordinance  that  allows  lots  to 
be  enclosed  in  the  public  ground,  and  order  all  inclasures  to  be  removed, 
in  the  yard,  that  does  not  come  under  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance. 
All  the  vacant  ground  in  the  yard  is  now  wanted  for  promiscuous  interments.

In  compliance  with  your  order,  I  have  advertised  for  proposals  to 
grade  the  alleys  running  through  square  No.  6,  and  have  received  the  fol- 
lowing bids 

James  H.  Kennedy  has  punctually  and  faithfully  complied  with  his 
contract  for  building  bridges. 

Ephraim  C.  Croas  has  complied  with  his  contract  for  grading  and 
graveling  Michigan  street,  and  side  walks  between  Pennsylvania  and  Delaware 
streets.  Some  of  the  gravel  is  not  as  good  as  could  be  desired,  but  said 
Croas  made  exertion  to  procure  good  gravel.  I  have  given  him  estimates  in 
full  on  said  work.  He  is  now  progressing  tolerably  well  with  his  work  on 
North  street. 

I  have  given  Jeremiah  Shea  an  estimate  to  nearly  one  half  of  his 


contract  for  grading  and  graveling  Noble  street, 
and  progressing  rapidly,  about  two  thirds  done. 
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He  is  doing  a  good  job. 


I  have  made  a  profile  of  Alabama  street,  from  South  to  Merrill  streets, 
which  is  herewith  presented  for  adoption. 

The  grading  of  side  walks  on  West  street  is  progressing  at  south  end 
of  contract.  I  have  thus  far  deferred  setting  the  stakes  at  the  north  end 
for  this  reason.  Two  years  ago,  New  York  street  was  graded  and  graveled 
from  the  Avenue  to  California  street,  and  at  the  crossing  of  West  street 
it  was  set  about  9  inches  above  the  profile  grade,  it  being  the  outlet  for 
West  street,  up  to  North  street,  and  the  fall  being  small  enough,  and  the 
fill  at  North  street  large  enough  by  the  adopted  profile,  to  add  this 
9  inches  on,  it  makes  it  a  hard  road  to  travel,  and  I  have  been  seeking 
an  advantageous  outlet.  I  propose  to  divide  the  water  at  Vermont  street, 
and  make  Michigan  street  an  outlet  for  all  north  of  Vermont.  By  so  doing, 
the  fill  will  be  less,  and  the  fall  greater,  the  street  dryer  and  better, 
and  cannot  in  any  way  interfere  to  the  detriment  of  any  other  part  of  the 
adopted  profile.   It  will  require  a  cut  on  Michigan  between  West  and 
California  streets,  in  the  deepest  place  not  to  exceed  Ig-  or  2  feet,  and 
that  will  be  short.  The  gutters  of  our  streets  being  the  conductors  to 
carry  the  water  out  of  our  city,  it  strikes  me  forcibly,  that  it  is 
better  as  far  as  practicable,  to  have  them  a  little  lov/er,  instead  of 
higher,  than  the  territory  to  be  drained  by  them. 
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I  most  respectfully  recommend  that  said  changes  be  authorized.  It 
is  necessary  to  be  known  soon,  as  the  contract  is  already  made,  and  the 
work  commenced.

The  Finance  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  I.  0.  0.  F.  have  carefully  con- 
sidered the  same,  and  report  as  follows: 

The  petition  represents  that  the  Grand  Lodge  Hall  and  grounds  are 
assessed  for  city  purposes  at  $42,000.  that  the  entire  third  story, 
representing  a  large  portion  of  the  cost  of  the  whole  building,  is 
occupied  for  benevolent  purposes,  and  is,  according  to  their  understand- 
ing, exempt  from  taxation;  and  the  petitioners  request  the  council  to 
deduct  from  the  amount  assessed,  as  the  council  may  deem  just  and 
proper. 

If  the  Society  of  Odd  Fellows  were  a  "benevolent  institution"  within 
the  sense  of  the  statute  exempting  buildings  erected  for  the  use  of  any 
"benevolent  institution"  from  taxation  we  would  not  hesitate  to  recom- 
mend that  the  value  represented  by  the  third  story  of  the  hall  which  is 
used  exclusively  by  the  society  for  the  purposes  of  their  organization, 
should  not  be  taxed;  but  we  understand  that  the  uniform  decision  of  the 
courts  has  been,  that  the  Masonic  Fraternity  and  the  Society  of  Odd 
Fellows  do  not  constitute  "benevolent  institutions"  within  the  intent 
and  meaning  of  that  statute.  The  institutions  which  are  regarded  as 
"benevolent"  under  the  statute,  are,  as  we  understand,  those  which  are 
purely  and  singly  so;  and  not  those  in  which  the  culture  of  benevo- 
lence, or  the  bestowment  of  charities,  is  only  one  of  several  purposes 
for  which  they  are  organized. 

Our  Supreme  Court,  in  remarking  in  relation  to  exemptions  of 
property  from  taxation  have  said:  "Under  our  institutions,  there  is  no 
good  reason  why  one  species  of  property,  or  one  class  of  persons,  should 
be  exempt  from,  the  common  burden  which,  for  the  common  good,  all  ought 
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equally  to  bear.  Hence  these  exemptions,  as  they  are  contrary  to  common 
right,  are  not  to  be  favored  by  the  Courts.  **  The  statute  which  exempts 
persons  or  property  from  taxation,  is  to  be  construed  strictly." 

The  committee  believing  that  the  value  represented  by  the  third 
story  of  the  "Grand  Lodge  Hall"   is  not  exempt  from  taxation,  under 
the  State  statute,  do  not  feel  authorized,  (while  the  city  is  in  debt, 
and  the  rate  of  taxation  must  necessarily  be  increased)  to  enlarge  the 
burden  of  other  tax  payers  by  adding  to  the  exemptions  of  the  Statute.

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Mr.  Dunlap  from  committee  on  Education,  made  the  following  report: 

The  committee  on  Education,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of 
the  School  Trustees  in  regard  to  the  purchase  of  lots  in  Fletchers 
addition,  in  the  seventh  ward,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  school 
house  thereon,  have  had  the  subject  under  advisement,  and  are  satisfied 
that  the  house  now  occupied  is  entirely  insufficient  to  contain  the 
scholars  that  are  entitled  to  admission  in  that  wards  and  that  the 
Trustees  have  for  some  time  been  compelled  to  rent  another  house  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  scholars,  or  turn  them  off  from  school;  and  this 
difficulty  is  rapidly  increasing,  which  will  require  some  immediate 
action.   It  therefore  becomes  expedient  to  remedy  this  difficulty  in  the 
best  way,  and  in  the  most  acpeditious  manner  that  the  resources  of  the  city 
will  justify.  A  building  could  be  erected  on  the  present  site,  after 
tearing  away  the  school  house  now  occupied,  to  hold  all  the  scholars; 
but  the  cost  would  be  as  much  if  not  more,  than  the  purchase  of  a  new 
location,-  and  also,  the  lot  is  too  small  for  play  grounds,  a  very 
necessary  appendage  to  the  common  school  house.  The  result  is,  that  the 
street  is  resorted  to  for  this  purpose,  which  is  not  at  all  desirable 
if  it  can  be  avoided.  The  lots  proposed  to  be  purchased  are  eligibly 
situated  on  high  ground,  and  very  central  in  the  ward;  will  afford 
ample  room  for  recreation;  and  be  unmolested  by  private  families,  as 
the  whole  enclosure  is  surrounded  on  all  sides  by  streets  and  allies. 

The  house  that  is  now  occupied  that  belongs  to  the  city  will  be 
used  exclusively  for  the  small  scholars  that  are  in  the  primary  de- 
partments. The  five  lots  will  cost  $1500.  with  extended  payments, 
interest  from  date,  which  is  as  follows:  $500.  to  be  paid  Jany.  1,  '59, 
$500.  Jany.  1,  '60  and  $500.  Jany.  1,  '61.  The  building  is  already 
under  contract,  and  is  to  be  about  50  feet  square,  two  stories  high, 
built  of  brick,  and  will  accommodate  275  scholars,  cost  $4,150.  which 
added  to  the  cost  of  the  lots  make  $5650.  TShen  we  take  into  considera- 
tion the  extended  payments  and  the  increase  of  wealth  in  the  city,  and 
the  advancement  of  the  revenue  above  former  years,  we  are  of  the  opinion 
that  the  project  can  be  consummated  without  any  increase  of  taxation. 
Therefore  we  respectfully  recommend  that  the  council  grant  the  request 
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of  the  petitioners,

1  have  prepared  forms  or  blanks  for 
this  affidavit  and  precept,  and  now  submit  them  for  your  approval,  with 
the  request  that  in  case  they  are  approved,  you  will  order  a  number  of 
each  printed  for  use.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  city  of  Indian- 
apolis, that  from  and  after  the  fourth  day  of  July  next,  it  shall  be 
unlawful  for  hogs  or  swine  of  any  description  to  run  at  large  within 
the  corporate  limits  of  the  said  city  of  Indianapolis. 

Sect.  2.  That  from  and  after  the  time  mentioned  in  the  prededing 
section,  all  hogs  or  swine  found  running  at  large  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  said  city,  shall  be  taken  up  and  impounded  by  the  marshal  of  said 
city,  of  which  he  shall  give  immediate  notice  in  writing  set  up  at  each 
market  house,  describing  each  hog,  shoat  or  pig  so  taken  up  and  impounded. 

Sect.  3.   If  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  hog,  shoat  or  pig  so  taken 
up  and  impounded,  does  not  appear  in  twenty-four  hours  after  the  putting 
up  of  suoh  notice  as  aforesaid,  and  pay  the  expenses  of  each  taking  up 
and  impounding,  then  the  Marshal  shall  sell  the  same  to  defray  the  ex- 
pense, returning  the  overplus,  if  any,  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  such 
hog,  shoat  or  pig,  if  known,  otherwise,  he  shall  pay  it  to  the  City 
Treasurer. 
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Sect,  4,  The  Marshal  shall  be  allowed  twenty  five  cents  for  his 
services  in  taking  up  and  impounding  each  hog,  shoat  or  pig,  where  the 
same  is  claimed  before  sale,  to  be  paid  by  the  owner  or  owners  of  such 
hog,  shoat  or  pig,  before  the  same  shall  be  released;  but  in  ease  of 
sale,  the  Marshal  shall  be  allowed  the  further  sum  of  fifteen  cents  for 
each  hog,  shoat  or  pig  offered  for  sale  as  aforesaid,  to  be  retained  out 
of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale.

of  the  education  of  the  youth,  that  nevertheless  they  are  restrained  by 
cogent  reasons,  to  deem 
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the  first  and  most  important  duty  to  accomplish,  the  intentions  of  our 
school  law:  and  the  most  lasting  legacy  to  those  whom  it  is  intended  to 
benefit  -  that  the  english  language  is  of  infinitely  more  importance  to 
us  as  a  people  than  any  other  language,  as  it  is  the  medium  by  which  all 
important  business  is  transacted  in  every  State  in  the  Union  -  it  is  our 
national  language,  and  must  forever  remain  as  such.  But  at  the  same  time, 
the  committee  are  not  unmindful  that  when  the  city  debt  shall  have  been 
paid,  and  the  treasury  justify  it  -  they  then  would  most  earnestly  recom- 
mend the  following  living  languages  to  be  taught  in  the  High  School,  where 
all  can  have  an  equal  opportunity  to  participate,  without  extending  par- 
tiality to  either  of  the  wards,  in  the  order  in  which  thoy  are  named: 
the  German,  French, and  Spanish,  either  of  which  would  be  of  great  value 
to  the  mercantile  and  commercial  interests.   It  is  to  be  presumed  that 
the  financial  embarrassment  of  the  city  may  be  very  much  reduced,  if  not 
entirely  cancelled  by  another  year,  the  revenue  will  be  largely  increased, 
and  the  per  centum  possibly  raised  with  this  view  alone:  and  to  aid  in 
the  matter,  a  thorough  investigation  of  the  number  and  salaries  of 
teachers  should  be  made  a  subject  of  enquiry,  to  ascertain  if  a  little 
retrenchment  could  not  be  effected  without  destroying  or  hazarding  the 
usefulness  of  the  schools. 

The  committee  are  desirous  not  to  place  any  obstructions  to  the  pros- 
perity of  the  schools;  but  are  solicitous  to  make  them  useful  practically, 
and  to  prune  them  of  all  unnecessary  expense,  and  useless  innovations.

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Mr.  Porter,  from  special  committee,  made  the  following  report. 
Mr.  President. 

The  special  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  charges,  founded  on 
public  rumor,  against  certain  members  of  the  night  police,  report  that 
"with  a  single  exception,  they  find  the  charges  to  be  unsupported  by  any 
evidence.  That  exception  is  in  the  case  of  policeman  Oakley,  The  evi- 
dence, as  to  him,  is,  that  on  the     day  of  he  was  appointed 
by  the  captain  of  the  Eight  Police,  (who  was  compelled  to  be  temporarily 
absent  from  the  city)  Captain  pro.  temj   that  he  was  seen  about  11  o'clock 
of  the  night  of  that  day,  by  several  members  of  the  police,  entirely 
sober,  but  that  about  3  o'clock  in  the  morning,  when  seen  by  others, 
while  he  was  on  duty,  he  was  intoxicated,  and  at  4  o'clock,  at  roll  call, 
he  was  not  present,  and  on  being  sent  for,  was  not  in  a  fit  condition 
to  be  present.   The  evidence  also  shows,  that  while  on  his  regular  round, 
as  watchman  of  the  3d  vVard,  he  has  always  been  a  vigilant,  active,  and 
attentive  officer.  There  was  no  evidence  that  on  any  other  occasion  than 
the  one  referred  to,  he  had  too  freely  partaken  of  intoxicating  liqiiors. 
The  explanation  given  by  Mr.  Oakley,  of  his  condition  on  that  occasion 
is,  that  he  was  exceedingly  unwell  from  an  attack  of  diarrhea,  and  that 
towards  morning,  finding  that  he  would  have  to  relinquish  his  round, 
which  embraced  the  whole  city,  unless  he  could  check  the  progress  of  the 
disease,  he  stepped  into  a  saloon,  the  drug  stores  being  closed,  and 
took  a  potion,  simply  as  a  medicine,  which  put  him  in  that  condition. 
The  statement  of  the  saloon  keeper  is,  that  the  liquor  taken  was  mixed 
with  spices,  fitted  to  arrest,  and  commonly  used  to  arrest  the  disease 
mentioned,  and  that  Mr.  Oakley  complained  of  being  ill,  and  required 
the  preparation  merely  as  a  medicine.   The  saloon  keeper  also  stated 
that  Mr.  Oakley  had  not  on  any  other  occasion  visited  his  saloon. 

As  Mr.  Oakley,  on  the  unfortunate  occasion  referred  to,  was  not  on 
his  regular  beat,  but  had  been  assigned  to  another  service j  as  there 
is  evidence  of  his  general  vigilance  and  fidelity  as  an  officer,  and  as 
strong  color,  if  not  confirmation,  has  been  given  to  his  statement 
explanatory  of  the  affair,  by  the  words  of  the  saloon  keeper,  the  corn- 
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mittee,  while  hardly  disposed  to  hold  him  faultless  in  the  affair 
referred  to,  do  not  feel  authorized  to  recommend  his  suspension  or 
dismissal  from  the  service. 

The  committee  further  report  that  they  have  made  scrutinous  inquiry 
concerning  the  conduct,  not  only  of  the  particular  officers  who  were 
charged  by  rumor  with  official  direlection,  but  of  the  whole  night 
police  force,  and  that  they  find  it  to  be  in  a  satisfactory  conditio^, 
and,  except  so  far  as  concerns  policeman  Oakley,  none  of  the  charges 
against  them  at  all  sustained.

Section  2d.   Ho  butcher  or  other  person  shall  kill  or  slaughter  any 
swine,  beeves,  calves,  sheep,  or  other  animals  within  this  city,  unless 
the  house,  yard,  pen  or  place  where  such  killing  shall  take  place,  be  pro- 
vided with  a  tight  plank  floor  or  be  paved  with  brick  or  stone,  laid  in 
water  lime  cement; said  floor  or  pavement  to  be  made  sufficiently  tight  to 
prevent  the  earth  from  becoming  the  receptacle  of  filth  or  offensive 
matter.   The  floor  or  pavement  shall  in  every  case  be  made  with  a  descent 
towards  a  gutter  which  shall  pass  through  the  same,  and  lead  to  a  tub  or 
reservoir,  (except  as  herein  otherwise  provided)  which  shall  be  placed  to 
receive  the  blood  and  offal  passing  therein,  which  shall  be  emptied  at  the 
end  of  each  day  when  killing  has  been  done  on  the  premises,  at  such  place 
as  that  no  offensive  effluvia  shall  arise  therefrom;   and  moreover,  said 
floor  or  pavement,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  washed  and  cleansed  at  the 
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end  of  every  day  during  which  slaughtering  shall  be  done  on  the  premises. 
Any  person 
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offending  against  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall,  for  each 
and  every  offense,  be  fined  in  any  stun  not  less  than  twenty-five,  nor  more 
than  fifty  dollars. 

Sect.  3.   The  erection  of  such  tub  or  reservoir  shall  not  be  required 
when  such  gutter  communicates  directly  with  Shite  River  in  such  manner  that 
such  blood  and.  offal  is  flowed  off  without  creating  any  offensive  smell. 

Sect.  4.   Every  slaughter  house  shall  be  white  washed  inside  at  least 
once  in  each  month  during  which  the  same  shall  be  used  for  slaughtering, 
between  the  first  day  of  April  and  the  first  day  of  November.  Any  person 
offending  against  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  fined  for  each 
and  every  offense  in  any  sum  not  less  than  ten,  nor  more  than  fifty  dol- 
lars. 

Sect.  5.  No  building  shall  hereafter  be  erected,  constructed,  fitted 
up  or  used  for  the  purpose  of  slaughtering,  dressing  or  packing,  any  cattle, 
calves,  sheep,  or  swine,  or  for  the  steaming  any  lard,  or  tallow,  within 
the  limits  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  without  a  permit  for  that  purpose 
being  first  given  by  the  common  council,  which  permit  shall  not  be  granted, 
otherwise  than  for  a  packing  house  simply,  until  the  applicant  shall  first 
have  presented  a  petition  from  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
ward  in  which  such  building  is  proposed  to  be  erected,  praying  that  such 
permit  may  be  granted.   Provided,  that  nothing  in  this  section  contained, 
shall  apply  to  houses  already  constructed  and  used  for  the  purpose  afore- 
said, or  to  any  enlargements  thereof  or  additions  thereto.  Any  person 
who  shall  erect,  construct,  fit  up  or  use,  or  cause  to  be  erected,

We  have  had  one  fire  since  my  last  report.  This  fire  was  on  Ohio 
between  Pennsylvania  and  Delaware  streets.  House  owned  by  Dr.  Gaston, - 
Cause  of  fire,  bad  flue,  -  damage  about  150  dollars. 

All  the  companies  are  in  good  working  order  and  well  manned. 

The  Hook  and  Ladder  Company  have  again  organized  and  is  well  manned. 

The  No.  2  engine  house  cupola  ought  to  be  repaired.  This  is  a  good 
company,  and  are  desirous  of  having  their  house  fixed. 

The  Relief  Company  are  in  good  working  order.  This  company  have  one 
of  the  old  fashioned  rowboat  engines.  We  should  buy  a  new  engine  for  this 
company,  as  they  deserve  it. 

The  No.  5  is  in  good  order. 

The  No.  4  have  the  handiest  engine  in  the  city.  Not  so  large  as  the 
No.  2,  but  quite  as  serviceable. 

The  No.  1  is  in  good  working  order.  The  engine  is  an  old  style  Agnew 

build,  small  wheels  and  runs  very  heavy,  and  liable  to  get  out  of  order  on 

account  of  the  old  age.  Our  Insurance  companies  have  subscribed  for  a 

new  engine  for  No.  1  and  Relief.  The  city  should  make  up  the  balance  to 
purchase  these  engines.

I  received  a  circular  from  Charles  Lenzmann,  of  Hew  York,  in  referenoe 
to  the  Greenoble  hose,  with  the  certificate  of  James  Smith,  fire  engine 
builder  of  New  York,  a  manufacturer  of  leather  hose,  stating  that  this  hose 
has  given  entire  satisfaction,  and  sees  no  reason  why  they  will  not  take 
the  place  of  leather  hose. 
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The  price  is  for  2g-  inch  31  cents  per  foot,  2-3/4  inoh  43  cents  per 
foot. 

I  find  the  majority  of  our  wells  are  dry,  and  the  cisterns  are  all 
wanting  water.  I  would  reoorcmend  that  you  authorize  me  to  give  out  to  the 
lowest  bidder,  the  filling  of  our  cisterns,  and  keeping  the  pumps  in  good 
order • 

You  instructed  me  to  purchase  a  force  pump  for  the  purpose  of  filling 
the  cisterns.  I  declined  buying  one  until  this  meeting  of  the  council.

Mr.  President: 

The  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of 
Jno.  Cooper  and  others,  members  of  Union  Fire  Co.  No.  5,  and  also  a  reso- 
lution of  the  Fire  Association  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  asking  the 
council  to  pass  an  ordinance  making  firemens  certificates  transferable, 
beg  leave  to  make  the  following  report t 

Chapter  41,  Section  1  of  the  R.  S.  of  1852  provides  that  aoting 
members  of  any  fire  company  organized  under  the  corporate  authorities  of 
any  city  or  town,  shall  be  exempt  from  the  performance  of  militia  duty 
in  time  of  peaoe,  and  from  serving  as  jurors  -  1  vol.  Rev.  Stat.  1852,  p. 
298.  The  3d  seotion  of  the  same  chapter  provides  that  the  real  and  per- 
sonal property  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  $500.  and  the  poll  of  active 
firemen  of  regularly  organized  fire  companies,  who  shall  have  done  the 
duty  of  firemen  for  one  year  preceding  the  time  of  listing,  shall  be 
exempt  from  the  payment  of  city  or  corporation  taxes. 
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Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  sections  quoted  confer 
upon  firemen  certain  peculiar  personal  privileges  or  exemptions,  merely, 
and  not  any  claim  or  right  which  can  be  made  the  subject  of  assignment  or 
transfer.  As' well  might  an  individual  be  permitted  to  transfer  to  another 
his  privilege  of  exemption  from  serving  as  a  juror,  as  that  of  his  exemp- 
tion from  taxation  on  his  poll  and  personal  property,  to  an  amount  not 
exoeeding  five  hundred  dollars. 

The  language  of  the  3d  section  referred  to  forbids  any  other  construc- 
tion. Property  "to  an  amount  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  shall 
be  exempt"  &c,  evidently  contemplating  that  the  exemption  might  be 
greater  in  one  case  than  another,  in  consequence  of  one  person  owning 
more  property  than  another,  but  fixing  the  maximum  at  five  hundred  dollars. 

Again,  Section  1,  Chap.  77,  Rev.  Stat.  1852,  provides  that  all  pro- 
missory notes,  bills  of  exchange,  bonds,  or  other  instruments  in  writing, 
signed  by  any  person  who  promises  to  pay  money,  or  acknowledges  money  to 
be  due,  or  for  the  delivery  of  a  specific  article,  or  to  convey  property, 
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or  to  perform  any  stipulation  therein  mentioned,  shall  be  negotiable  by- 
endorsement  thereon,  so  as  to  vest  the  property  thereof  in  each  endorsee 
successively  -  1  Yol.  Rev.  Stat.  1852,  p.  378. 

Clearly*  no  claim  is  made  assignable  by  this  section  of  the  statute, 
except  such  as  exist  in  contract.  Nothing  in  the  nature  of  a  personal 
privilege  is  made  transferable.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  council 
has  no  power  to  make  that  transferable,  which  is  not  made  so  by  the 
statute. 

Your  committee,  for  these  reasons  are  compelled  to  report  adverse  to 
the  request  made  in  said  memorial  and  resolution.

Some  of  the  items  for  street  repairs  seem  to  be  exorbitant  yet 
your  committee  cannot,  under  the  circumstanoes,  which  are,  that  these 
items  are  certified  as  being  correct  by  the  street  Commissioner,  do 
otherwise  than  reoommend  their  payment.  Your  committee  would  further 
reoommend  counoil  to  instruct  the  Street  Commissioner  in  all  future 
repairs  to  streets  and  street  crossings,  to  contract  for  such  repairs 
by  the  yard,  especially  when  earth  and  gravel  are  all  the  materials

used,  and  that  bills  for  such  work  be  certified  by  the  Engineer  and  Street 
Commissioner,  We  think  this  mode  if  adopted  will  prevent  fraud. 

Your  committee  have  also  examined  the  various  bills  of  the  Gas  Co.  and 
also  bills  for  repairs  to  and  construction  of  lamps  and  Lamp  posts.  We 
have  also  examined  the  various  ordinances  relating  thereto,  and  can  find 
no  way  by  which  the  city  can  escape  the  responsibility  of  paying  for  the

Having  by  a  resolution  of  your  honorable  body  been  directed  to 
examine  into  the  power  of  the  oity  to  dispose  of  that  part  of  the  lot 
No.  11  in  square  No.  11,  supposed  to  belong  to  the  School  fund,  I 
respectfully  submit  the  following. 

The  property  in  question  was  conveyed  on  the  20th  of  March,  1851,  by 
Stout  and  wife  to  "Joshua  M.  W.  Langsdale  and  George  V.  Pitts,  Trustees 
of  School  district  No.  one.  Township  Fifteen,  Range  three  east,  in 
Centre  Township,  and  to  their  successors  in  office  forever.™  The  con- 
sideration mentioned  in  the  deed  is  ninety  dollars,  and  there  is  nothing 
about  the  conveyance  to  indicate  a  donation,  or  a  conveyance  to  any 
specific  use.  It  seems  to  have  been  a  purchase  for  a  full  and  valuable 
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consideration* 

The  district  to  whose  trustees  the  conveyance  was  made,  was  one  of 
four,  I  am  informed,  embracing  together  the  city  of  Indianapolis.  Under 
the  present  law,  (1855)  the  city  is  constituted  a  school  corporation 
independent  of  the  Township,  and  her  Trustees  are  I  think  in  a  fair 
cause,  the  "successors  in  office"  of  Messrs.  Langsdale  and  Pitts. 

If  this  be  the  oase,  then  the  lot  referred  to  is  the  property  of  the 
city  of  Indianapolis,  as  a  school  corporation. 

The  old  law  required  a  vote  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  school  dis- 
trict before  a  aale  of  the  kind  could  be  made,  but  the  law  1855  provides 
for  a  sale  by  the  Trustees  whenever  a  school  house  shall  have  been 
removed  to  a  different  location,  or  a  new  one  built.  See  Sec.  153,  p.  182. 
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I  believe  it  has  been  the  practice  for  the  city  to  take  deeds  for 
school  purposes  in  her  corporate  name  and  to  execute  conveyances  of 
such  lands  by  her  Mayor  and  Clerk. 

I  think  that  as  to  lands  held  for  the  use  of  Common  Schools,  deeds 
should  be  made  to  and  by  the  School  Trustees.  See  Sec.  21,  law  1855* 

My  attention  was  not  called  to  this  matter  till  too  late  for  me  to 
give  it  as  thorough  an  examination  as  I  would  have  liked.  The  views

The  tuition  in  the  schools  for  one  year  will  be  about  $14,000.  As 
the  revenue  from  the  State  tax  has  already  been  absorbed  by  the  schools 
during  the  past  two  quarters,  the  whole  of  the  above  amount  must  be 
raised  by  scholarships  and  by  voluntary  subscriptions.  The  amount  which 
will  accrue  from  scholarships  provided  the  present  number  of  subscrip- 
tions be  taken  as  a  basis  will  be  $12,228,  leaving  a  deficiency  of 
$1772  to  be  made  up  by  contribution.  In  the  second  ward  in  addition  to 
scholarships,  the  committee  also  solicited  subscriptions  with  a  view  of 
opening  the  schools  again  as  free  schools,  and  in  addition  to  the 
amount  of  their  scholarships,  obtained  pledges  for  $500,  payable  quar- 
terly. This  will  leave  but  $1272.  to  be  made  up  by  the  remaining  wards. 
This  will  be  only  an  average  of  about  $200  to  each  ward,  allowing  it  to 
be  divided  equally  among  them.  In  the  3d  Ward,  very  nearly  this  amount 
has  been  already  raised.  The  Trustees  believe  that  this  amount  can  be 
obtained  and  recommend  that  a  committee  from  each  ward  be  appointed  to 
solicit  the  needed  subscriptions,  in  order  that  the  schools  may  be  made 
free. 
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This  fund  will,  however,  only  meet  tuition  expenses,  and  the  Trustees 
request  the  City  Council  to  defray  the  expense  of  repairs,  fuel,  &c, 
which  by  the  late  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court,  we  understand  it  has  the 
power  to  do. 

The  Trustees  would  suggest  that  the  city  council  request  the  same 
committee  men  to  act  in  the  different  wards,  in  canvassing  for  this  re- 
quired amount,  and  that  the  report  be  rendered  to  the  Trustees,  at 
Mr.  Beaty's  office  on  Thursday  evening  next,  at  7  P.  M. ,  ss  it  is  import- 
ant the  schools  be  re-opened  not  later  than  Monday  the  8th  instant.

From  Chief  Fire  Engineer 

To  the  Mayor  and  Council 

The  Chief  Fire  Engineer  begs  leave  to  submit  the  following 
report. 
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We  have  had  two  fires  since  your  last  meeting.  On  March  3d  a  fire 
broke  out  in  the  frame  building  on  the  North  east  corner  of  Washington 
and  Meridian  streets,  which  threatened  the  destruction  of  three  build- 
ings. Our  firemen  that  day  done  their  duty,  such  fearless  go  ahead  men 
I  never  saw.  The  building  was  saved  with  only  a  part  of  two  roofs 
burned  off.  Damage  by  water  not  exceeding  $300. 

March  6,  we  had  another  fire  on  Meridian  street,  near  Hasselman  and 
Vintons  foundry.  Our  men  saved  one  half  of  the  building.  Loss  to 
furniture  and  building  said  to   be  $2000.  Insured  in  German  Co. 

The  Hook  and  Ladder  Company  have  done  us  great  service  in  these 
fires. 

I  take  this  method  of  returning  my  thanks  to  the  firemen  for  their 
promptness  to  obey  my  orders,  and  their  courage  and  industry  at  our 
last  fires. 

We  have  the  best  organized  volunteer  oompanys  in  the  United  States. 
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An  eastern  gentleman  expressed  so  to  me.  This  I  was  proud  of. 

You  will  have  to  buy  for  the  No.  5  say  800  feet  of  hose,  so  that  the 
company  can  use  two  streams.  Their  engine  is  so  large  it  will  work 
easier  with  two  streams  than  one. 

The  Marion  Company  No.l  must  have  a  new  engine.  I  am  satisfied  they 
cannot  get  along  with  the  old  one.  I  have  asked  the  wealthiest  taxpayers 
to  subscribe  and  they  say  they  are  willing  to  be  taxed  to  buy  the  Marion 
a  new  engine.  I  have  asked  you  several  times  to  appropriate  for  that 
purpose.  I  do  hope  you  will  make  some  arrangements  this  evening  to  draw 
an  order  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  amount  to  pay  for  a  first  class  en- 
gine, say  for  $2000  equal  to  cash.  I  would  not  ask  it  of  you  knowing 
the  condition  of  our  finances.  I  am  willing  to  be  taxed  additional 
to  pay  for  it,  as  our  city  demands  it. 

The  Relief  Company  are  almost  worn  out  with  their  old  engine,  and 
it  is  a  hard  matter  to  keep  their  men  together.  You  will  likewise  have 
to  raise  say  equal  to  $1600  in  Cash  to  pay  for  an  engine  for  this 
company. 
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The  No.  4  have  a  payment  to  make  on  their  new  engine  next  month. 
This  we  will  have  to  provide  for.  They  are  a  good  company,  and  deserve 
all  we  can  do  for  them. 

Our  companies  are  in  good  order,  except  the  Marion  and  Relief,  which 
we  must  make  in  good  order  with  new  engines. 

I  hand  you  a  bill  for  building  addition  to  the  No.  4  engine  house, 
for  the  purpose  of  housing  the  old  engine.

To  the  Common  Council 

At  the  close  of  the  last  quarter  the  school  trustees  presented  a  plan 
to  the  council  for  the  continuance  of  the  public  schools,  which,  after 
receiving  their  sanction  was  adopted.  Meetings  were  called  in  all  the 
wards,  and  about  $3700  was  pledged,  through  scholarships  and  subscriptions, 
for  the  support  of  the  free  schools  during  this,  the  third  quarter  of  the 
school  year.  It  Was  supposed  that  if  this  plan  should  be  successful  for 
one  quarter,  that  it  might  be  continued  through  successive  quarters  until 
they  should  be  re-established  on  a  permanent  basis. 

Much  to  our  regret,  we  are  obliged  to  report  to  you  that  this  plan 
has  failed.   The  schools  were  opened  as  before  and  under  substantially  the 
same  organization.  The  attendance  has  been  about  the  same  as  during  the 
preceding  quarters.  The  trustees  have  personally  given  much  time  to 
secure  the  success  of  the  method  adopted.  They  have  twice  visited  the 
schools  to  make  collections;  they  have  employed  collectors  in  the 
various  wards,  and  still  the  amount  of  subscriptions  as  yet  unpaid  is 
nearly  $1400  and  the  deficiency  in  the  amount  necessary  for  paying  the 
salaries  of  the  teachers  is  $1100.  The  Trustees  are  satisfied  that  a 
large  portion  of  the  deficit 
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cannot  be  collected.  With  this  result  during  the  first  quarter,  it  is 
useless  to  pursue  the  plan  further.  7te  are  satisfied  nothing  now.  remains 
but  to  allow  private  schools  to  be  opened,  where  those  who  are  willing 
and  able  may  educate  their  children.  They  therefore  recommend  that  while 
the  public  sohool  buildings  are  not  needed,  and  cannot  be  used  for  free 
schools,  that  they  be  rented  to  the  present  teachers,  or  that  portion  of 
them  who  may  wish  to  remain  and  take  the  risk  of  opening  private  schools. 
In  order  however  to  secure  the  greatest  advantage  to  our  citizens  the 
Trustees  propose  to  retain  a  general  supervision  over  these  schools,  and 
to  rent  the  buildings  under  certain  regulations  and  restrictions.  First, 
they  wish  as  far  as  possible  to  secure  the  advantages  of  graded  schools, 
and  in  order  to  obtain  this,  they  exact  from  those  renting  the  buildings 
that  all  the  schools  in  any  one  building  shall  be  but  different  depart- 
ments of  one  sohool,  bearing  a  similar  relation  to  each  other  that  the 
schools  in  each  ward  now  do.  When  the  number  of  scholars  in  any  one 
school  shall  exoeed  50  the  principal  thereof  shall  employ  one  assistant. 
When  it  exceeds  85,  he  shall  employ  two  assistants,  and  for  every  40  addi- 
tional scholars,  he  shall  employ  an  assistant,  and  shall  in  each  case 
divide  the  school  into  departments  corresponding  to  the  number  of  teachers. 

The  rates  of  tuition  in  each  ward  shall  be  $5,00  for  the  Grammar 
school,  $4.00  the  Intermediate  and  $3.00  for  each  lower  department  per 
quarter,  payable  in  advance.  The  High  school  building  we  propose  to 
rent  to  the  present  Superintendent,  who  shall  establish  a  graded  school, 
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having  a  Normal  and  High  School  department,  the  requisites  for  admission 
to  which  shall  not  be  lower  than  the  grade  at  present  established  for 
the  public  high  school*  In  connection  with  this  department  he  may  also 
have  lower  departments  preparatory  for  the  High  School.  The  terms  for 
this  school  shall  be  $8*00  for  the  High  School  and  #6.  and  $5*  respec- 
tively for  the  lower  grades.  This  school  shall  be  under  the  same 
general  regulations  as  the  schools  in  the  ward  houses. 
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The  principal  of  each  ward  who  shall  be  the  lessee  of  the  building 
shall  make  quarterly  reports  to  the  Trustees  of  the  number  attending  each 
department  and  the  number  of  teachers  employed.  The  schools  shall  be 
subject  to  visitation  and  examination  by  the  School  Trustees  at  their 
pleasure. 

Semi-annual  public  examinations  shall  be  meide  in  each  school  under 
the  direction  of  the  Trustees. 

If  private  schools  are  opened  in  the  publio  buildings  under  these 
regulations,  the  Trustees  believe  a  good  degree  of  efficiency  and 
thoroughness  can  be  secured,  and  whenever  there  is  public  money  suffi- 
cient to  sustain  free  schools  for  one  or  more  quarters,  we  shall  by 
these  means  always  have  organization,  and  a  corps  of  teachers  by  means 
of  which  we  can  secure  the  greatest  amount  of  benefit  from  the  limited 
funds  which  the  State  tax  will  afford  us.  We  therefore  ask  the  sanction 
of  the  council  to  the  course  which  we  have  herein  recommended.

Your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  all  of  the 
Peru  tracks  are  below  the  city  grade  where  they  cross  East  street. 
Therefore  we  being  unable  to  find  the  aforesaid  Rail  Road  company  ever 
obtained  any  permission  whatever  to  come  into  the  city,  we  reoommend  that 
the  report  be  referred  to  the  Judiciary  Committee,  in  order  to  ascertain 
whether  they  ever  had  the  right  to  cross  East  street,  and  if  so,  upon 
what  terms.

suffer  the  same  to  be  used  and  occupied,  for  theatrical  and  kindred 
purposes,  for  the  period  of  ten  years  then  next  ensuing,  by  paying  into 
the  treasury  of  said  oity,  annually  in  advance,  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
dollars,  and 
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such  exhibitions  shall  be  held  in  said  hall  upon  the  payment  of  the  sums 
of  money  aforesaid,  at  the  times  aforesaid,  free  of  any  charge  whatever. 
Provided,  that  the  payment  of  the  sums  of  money  aforesaid,  shall  not,  nor 
shall  anything  in  this  agreement,  exempt  said  building  or  the  ground  on 
which  it  is  situate  from  liability  for  any  other  tax,  assessment  or 
imposition  levied  or  imposed,  or  to  be  levied  or  imposed,  for  any  other 
purpose  than  to  regulate,  restrain,  or  license  theatrioal  or  kindred 
exhibitions  in  said  building. 

Mr.  Porter  moved,  That  the  Mayor  be  authorized  to  sign  said  agree- 
ment on  the  part  of  the  oity,
